BIG THING ON WHEELS 


IMMANUEL BAPTIST OHUROH TO BE 
MOVED FIFTY FEET. | 


It Has a Spire 150 Feet High and Is One 
of the Largest Buildings of the Kind in 
the City, but Movers Say the Job Can 
Be Done- The Object Is to Cease Shut- 
ting Off Light and Air from the Hotel 
Metropole, Which Stands Next to the 
Church-— Details of the Scheme. 


The latest project in moving buildings 
in Chicago ig to put the Immanuel Baptist 
Church on rollers and trundle it fifty feet to 
the seuthward and six or eight feet eastward. 

Immanuel Church is one of the largest 
stone edifices in the city, and has a spire 150 
feet high. Incidentally the structure will be 
raised six feet and a basement made under it. 

The work will probably be the most dich. 
cult yet undertaken by building movers, but 
they say that it is perfectly feasible. 

It has not been definitely settled that the 
church will be moved, but negotiations to that 
end have progressed so far that they may be 
closed any time. Francis J. Kennett, the 
banker and proprietor of the Metropole Ho- 
tel property, will foot the bill when the plans 
are carried out. 

Shut Off Each Other’s Light. 

The church stands on the west side of 
Michigan avenue six or eight feet back of the 
building line and just south of the Hotel 
Metropole, which is at the corner of Twenty- 
third street. The buildings are close togeth- 
er, each shutting out the light and air from 
the other, and ever since the hotel was put up 
there has been more or less talk of domg 
something that would remedy the matter.

Flood Overwhelms the Town. 


A rain bea vier than was ever known in the 
5 — set in last night at 9 o'clock and 
poured like a torrent for an hour. It was 
accompanied by a terrific wind, which roared 
through the little valley like a tornado and 

made the people feel uncomfortable for fear 
u would tear some of the houses from their 
foundations. The rain was not considered a 
gerious matter. The wind ceased at 10 
o’clock, and the inhabitants, reassured by the 
quiet, broken only by the patter of the huge 
‘raindrops, retired, or those who bad been 
‘kept awake went to sleep. 
rivulets 
quietly 
through the streets of the ravine in which the 
town is situated became rushing streams. 
Flashes of tightning lighted up the surround- 
ing hills and those who arose and looked out 
of their windows were startled at the appear- 
ance of the town. 
Where tne streets were there was from two 
to six feet of water. Branches of trees and 
‘pieces of timber were bemg hurled along by 
the waters and great gorges were being eaten 
out ot the small hills by the torrents which 

rushed down with what had now become a 
-veritable roar. Within twenty minutes the 
ton was a raging sea. Foundations 
of . houses were washed away as 
~ ff they - were but sand beds and 
people, awakened by neighbors or the thunder 
following the lightnmg and the roar of the 
waters, began rushing to places of safety or 
endeavoring to reach the sides of the ravine 
without drowning in the streets. 

Cloudburst Causes Awful Havoc. 

At 10:35, after a particularly bright flash 
of lightning and crash of thunder, what ap- 
peared to be a cloudburst, broke over the al- 
ready inundated town and before the people 
realized what had happened there were twenty 
feet of .water rushing through the streets. car- 
rymg ail before it and raising waves which 
swept strong men from places they had 
deemed secure and tore buildings from their 
* fastenings as if they were chips. In the dark-

The Storm Subsides. 
For three hours the torrent raged and the 
rain came down in sheets. Then the down- 
_ pour ceased. -The people in the hills and 
treetops, on tups of stranded houses, and 
clmging to other places of temiporary safety 
saw the waters slowly begin to recede. They 
‘left almost as rapidly as they came, for in 
an hour only ua trickling stream was era wl 
mg along’ where before «a veritable 
Niagara had raged. Then the men 
who had seén to their own families turned 
their attention to others, and by daylight the 
Worst was over, Those who had es- 
Capea the sweep of the devasta- 
‘tion stood -shivering, without 
dr without an opportunity to dry themselves. 
There was nothing of their homes in the town. 
There was no shelter, no food, ana. no cloth- 
img.

Forty or fifty helpless persons were rescued 
in this manner, but maay were not strong 
enough to hold on until help came, and, with 
despairmng shrieks, sank back to be seen no 
more. Three men are known to have been 
drowned attempting to eave the lives of 
others. 

In many places the ra vine is not more than 
100 yards wide. Within five minutes after 
the eloud burst the water in the center was not 
less than twenty feet deep. From the many 
mall bills irmging the town torrents flowed. 
Great gilies were made in the sides of the 
ravine and houses that were not torn from 
their fastenings toppled over and 
in a few minutes were torn 
apart by the angry waters. Tho 
panic-stricken inhabitants hardly knew 
which way to turn. From all about there 
came the water. Whichever way they turned 
death seemed to stare them in the face, and 
many despairingly sank to the ground and 
prayed, while others hid their faces and 
awaited what seemed to them a second 
deluge, . 

Birch Tree Badly Damaged. 

Meager particulars of the damage done at 
Birch Tree, on the Current River, by the same 
flood which destroyed Winona, have been 
received, It is learned no lives were lost, but 
heavy damage to property is reported. 
Fischer & Co.’s lumber building was washed 
away and others damaged. 


FIVE KILLED AT BAXTER SPRINGS. 


Cyclone Tears the Kansas Town Apart and 
Kills and Maims Many Persons.

There seems to have been two currents of 
wind which struck the tewn—one from the 
north and the other from the west, and they 
met near the Methodist Episcopal church, 
joined forces, and turned east, doing serious 
damage to property before meeting, but after 
coming together the destruction was complete. 
In the track of the current from the north 
the passenger depot was the first thing dam- 
aged. Farther on much damage was done to 
residence property, shade trees, and every- 
thing in its way. The current from the west 
seems to have been the stronger. It struck 
some of the residences west of the freight 
depot, doing serious, damage, but when it 
came to the yards of the railroad twenty-eight 
freight cars were thrown from the track and 
badiy damaged. The depot was moved on its. 
foundation; wrecked about the roof; and the 
goods and other contents were badly flooded. 

From the railroad track on to the point of 
meeting the other current the damage to 
property was not so great. The first object 
struck after the meeting was the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. This was destroyed, and 
it lies in a heap of ruins. The current turned 
slightly to the southeast, doing a good deal of 
damage till it reached a point just west of J. 
M. Cooper’s large store, where it turned di- 
rectly east, ‘striking the store building, 
cavmg in the vent end and badly 
damaging the roof. Then was flooded 
and much damage was do... to the goods. 
The next object of the storm’s fury was the 
old blacksmith shop at Military and River 
strects, which was swept away. The Christian 
Church was directly in the path; it lies likea 
pile of kindling wood. Episcopal 
Church was not touched, but the storm struck 
further up the street, on the south side, and 
from there en not a residence escaped, 

The old Occidental Hotel, now used as an 
opera-house, was struck by lightning and 
somewhat damaged. Four large hay barns 
in the neighborhord of the freight depot 
were wrecked. A conservative estimate of 
the damage places it at $100,000. There

New York, July 6.—[Special.]—The story 
that Norman B. Ream had bought the con- 
trol of the Chicago gas trust is denied. Mr. 
Ream is now one of the directors, and is said 
to have sold his stock at the same time that 
the Standard Oil people disposed of theirs. 

The directors, Robert T. Lincoln, the Presi- 
dent of the principal companies in the trust, 
C. K. G. Bi'lings, J. W. Doane, Erskine 
M. Phels, and Norman B. Rem, at a 
meeting here to take action regard- 
ing the dividend and other matters, de- 
finitely decided no dividends should be paid 
for at least one year. One who was present 
at the meeting. and who isin a position to 
know the most minute details of the trust’s 
workings, said: 

“The directors met last night and con- 
cluded to suspend dividends. It is an alto- 
gether conjectural matter when the company 
will be in a condition to pay dividends again: 
It is no so crippled by the veto princi- 
pally of the consolidation bill by the 
Governor of Illinois that it will take presum- 
ably a whole year before it can re- 
cuperate. The sudden rise ia oil is 
one; the disadvantageous arrangement 
whereby we have to pay Chicago 
8 per cent of the gross receipts, about 
$150,000 annually, is another, not to men- 
tion the knocking off of five cents each year 
from the price of gas.

Young Girl at Saberria, Ind., Gives Her 


Preference to Frank Ahert and Frank 


Geiss Seeks Vengeance—Picnic of Poles 
Changed Inte a Battle in Which Ali 
Become Eugaged- Two Principals and 
Two Other Cousins Are Fatally Injured 
Other Northwest News. 


Huntingburg, Ind., July 7.—[Special. }— 
The riot at Saverria, Perry County, credited 
to a religious feud, proves to have been the 
outgrowth of the jealousy of Frank Ahart 
and Frank Giess, firet cousins, who were in 
love with the one girl. She gave preference 
to Ahart, but Giess was angry at this and 
sought vengeance. 

Giess was the prime factor in the riot and 
around him and his opponent the whole pic- 
nic arrayed themselves, till no less than 
500 persons were engaged. There were no 
outsiders implicated; but everybody who 
was present became interested regard. 
less of sex, Frank Ahart, Frank Giess, 
Fred Eimer, and Louls Bomalaski are 
the only ones who are likely to die, and these 
are ail first cousins, All the participants are 
more or less injured, but not dangerously. 
Samuel Wilson, who was struck upon the 
head with a beer bottle, will not die, but he 
will be partly paralyzed. He cannot speak 
plainly now, and the surgeons expect no ma- 
terial improvement. Mra, Fieod is in a seri- 
ous condition, but not likely to die.

Mrs. Bortle and her sister, Miss King. were 
cleaning house and were overhauling the bed- 
room furniture.

Almost instantly there was an explosion and 
the room was a mass of flames. 

The fumes of the gasoline had filled the 
room and as soon as they were ignited the 
space was a mass of fire. Mrs. Bortie wos 
frightfully burned. Her clothing caught 
fire and burned the flesh from her chest down 
to her feet. In her terrible agony she 
4 of her little babe, who was sitting on 
the floor in one end of the roo She wees 
to where the child was me a despite her 
agonies she half pushed, half dragged it to 
— door, where she sank unconscious to the 

oor. 

Miss King was burned about her face, 
hands, and back, but managed to reach the 
street. The explosion followed by the fire 
created considerable excitement in the neigh- 
borhood. Some one turned in an alarm, and 
when the firemen arrived they brought out 
Mrs. Bortle. As she was being carried out 
women wept with pity 


Clothing Burned from Her Body. 


Her clothing had been burned from the 
front of her body and her hair was burned 
to the skin. She was placed ir an ambulance 
with Miss King and her baby and taken to 
St. Luke’s Hospital. The child suffered the 
least injury of any of the three victims, Cov- 
ered by the mother’s shielding arms it was 
enly slightly burned about the face and arms. 
Its foot was also scorched. 

floor above the Bortles was occupied 
by the family of John Botten, but all of these 
escaped with nothing worse than a scare. The 
firemen soon had the blaze under control. 
Nearly all the contents of the lower flat were 
burned, causing a damage of $800. The 
damage on the building is estimated at $500. 

Dr. Porter attended the injured persons at 
St. Luke’s Hospital. Mre. Bortle was con- 
scious up to half an hour of her death. She 
died at 8 o’ciock suffering great pain. Dr. 
Porter said her death was due as much to the 
shock she received asto her injuries, which, 
though severe, were not necessarily fatal. 
Miss King and the baby were resting easily 
last night. The physician thought both may 
recover, though Miss King is badly burned. 


FALL FROM A WINDOW ALL ABLAZE, 


Mrs. McNamara Receives Fatal Injuries— 
Her Daughter’s Narrow Escape. 


Mrs. Mary McNamara, aged 49, fell twenty 
feet yesterday afternoon from a window to 
save her life. Her clothing was all ablaze 
and she fell upon a brick sidewalk, dislocating 
her shoulder and receiving other injuries in 
addition to her burns which may prove fatal. 
Mrs. McNamara resides with her son and 
daughter at No. 441 West Chicago avenue 
and in attempting to light a gasoline stove it 
exploded, sending the flaming liquid over her. 
She was removed tothe St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital. ' 

Mrs. McNamara, her son, Dr. McNamara, 
and daughter Annie, aged 20, occupy a flat 
on the second -floor in the building. Shortly 
after 5 o’clock Mrs. McNamara startea to 
prepare supper. The burners to the stove 
were evidently not properly heated, for when 
the match was applied the oil receptacle burst 
and in a moment the whole room was ablaze 
The burumg oil was thrown into her face 
and over her clothing. Half blinded and suf. 
fering terribly she screamed for assistance, 

Her daughter, who wasin the next room, 
attempted to succor her mother, but was una- 
ble to reach her because of the fire, which 
was blazing up viciously from the wood work. 
Mrs. McNamara rushed to the side window, 
overlooking a small court, and throwimg up 
the sash started to jump. She grasped the 
sill and swung off. Anna McNamara, riski 
her own life to save her mother, rush 
through the fire and grasped one of her 
mother’s hands and clung to it, notwithstand- 
ing her own clothes were being ignited. 

n the meantime John Gritzmann, a grocer 
next door, observed the precarious condition 
of Mre. McNamara and shouted to her to hold 
on fora moment. He rushed for a step lad- 
der, but before he could return the daugh- 
ter’s strength gaye out and Mrs. McNamara 
feil to the pavement. Neighbors hastened to 
extinguish the fire, which was still burning 
her ciothing, and she was carried into an ad- 
joining house, where she was given temporary 
medical aid. 

Miss McNamara found herself in a danger- 
ous position after her mother fell, as she 
could not retreat because of the fire, Miss 
Lizzie Gritzmann, a quick-witted young girl, 
pushed out an 4 ee a from a window 
in the adjoining building, and on this Miss 
McNamara crawled across the area into 
the adjoining house, where she fell fainting. 

Dr. McNamara was absent when the ex- 
plosion occurred, but was notified on the 
street that his mother and sister were in dan- 
ger. Herushed into the burning room just 
in time to see his sister make her escape over 
the temporary bridge. The doctor was com- 
pelled to seek safety by the same means. 

Dr. McNamara and his sister escaped with 
slight burns. Beeides the injuries attendant 
with her-fall Mrs. McNamara is badly burned 
about the head, face, and arms. 

The Fire Department extinguished the 
blaze after a loss of $100.

GREAT CROPS IN THE NORTHWEST. 
Largest Yield Ever Heard Of tn Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. 


Minneapolj% Minn., July 6.—[Special. |— 
this evening prints a general 
of crop conditions in Minnesota 
and N Ah and South Dakota based on inves- 
bs made since July 1 and the report 
covers — forty counties, An effort was 
made to cover outside points, together with 
interior places, in order to strike a general 
average. In no case is there serious com- 
plaint. A few counties report some small 
defect in crop conditions, but the general 
outiook is very favorable. Cool weather has 
held corn back somewhat and this is 
where the principal defect is, The report on 
wheat is uniformly good, a majority of coun- 
ties estimating the average yield at twenty 
bushels to the acre, and there are only two or 
three counties which expect to get as low as 
twelve bushels. The wheat acreage, however, 
is reduced about 15 per cent over last year, 
although some counties report an equal acre- 
age. ‘I'he Black Hills district in South Dako- 
ta reports an increase of wheat acreage 01 50 
per cent, but the absence of figures on 
South Dakota crops prevents an intelligent 
comparison. North Dakota’s estimate for 
the State calls for 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 
bushels of wheat; Minnesota for about the 
same, and South h Dykota for about 40,000. 
000 to 45,000,000 bushels, or a total yioid 
in the threg States of from 145,000,000 to 
170,000, bushels, On the ema lest basis 
this would afford a yield of 25,000,000 
more than last year, and the allowance for 
South Dakota appears to be too small. What 
this crop means to tne Northwest can be seen 
38805 it is estimated that it will be worth 
The yield of oats is estimated at 64,000,- 
000 bushels, or about the same as last year. 
A yield of over 50,000,090 of corn is ex- 
pected and the bariey is piaced at 25,000 
000 bushels. Flax and rye will be worth 
about $10,000,000, and, as potatoes and nay 
will be large, the total value of the crops in 
these three States in the gress is probably 
$150,000,000 to $16C, „000. The crops 
will bring more money to the farmers be- 
cause all reports received indicate that 
diversified policy has been 3 pursued.

People who visit the Chicago Furniture Ex- 
position in the Ryerson Building, at the cor- 
ner of Market and Adams streets, week 
will be surprised by the handsome exhibit 
made by local manufacturers. For some un- 
explained reason it is not generally known 
outside of the trade that Chicago isa great 
furniture manufacturing eenter, and that the 
output of its factories,in the case and up- 
bolstered goods, is as fine and complete as 
can be found anywhere in the world, but this 
is the fact, and the exposition which opens to- 
morrow will prove it. 

Last winter the manufacturers’ association 
decided to arrange for an «xposition which 
should be located in some central place easy 
of access to visitors and whore buyers from 
out-of-town might examine the goods offered 
by the various factories without going to the 
trouble of making à round of the salesrooms 
and warehouses, some of which are widely 
scattered and hard to get to. The Execu- 
tive committee, with President Adolph 
Karpen at the head, leased the big store 
formerly occupied by James H. Walker 
& Co. from Mr. Ryerson and yesterday the 
work of putting the exhibit in shape was 
begun. Space has been secured by ninety- 
five firms prominentiy known in the furni- 
ture and allied trades, and it bids fair to be 
the most successful thing of the kind ever at- 
tempted. Most of the«xhibiters are natur- 
ally Chicago men, but there is a generous rep- 
resentation from the leading furniture cen- 
ters of the East. and the best of the designs 
and workmanship from all the prominent 
makers in the United States will be seen. 

It is the intextion of the managers to open 
the exposition to buyers and members of the 
press tomorrow at 8 a. m., but it will take

He had the picture on exhibition in 
his studiorsome time after and George Sum- 
ner, the brother of Senator Charles Sumner, 
came in and saw it. It was a beautiful pict- 
ure and Mr. Sumner made inquiries of what 
was then an almost unknown work of nature 
and finally expressed a desire for the picture. 
Mr. Hesler gave it to him and Mr. Suminer 
afterward gave it to his brother, Senator 
Sumner, and the latter gave it to Henry W. 
Longfellow. 

One day, a year later, Mr. Hesler was sur- 
prised at receiving a copy of a new poem, 
“ Hiawatha,” from Longfellow, with the 
compliments of the author. Shortly after 
he received a letter from the poet in which 
Longfellow admitted that it was this pict- 
ure that first gave him the idea of writing 
the poem, and that he had never seen the 
falls. It was some years before Longfellow 
did visit them. In the picture the trees and 
bushes are white with frost from the spray 
of the falls and the black water is bordered 
by banks white with ice and snow.

The daguerreotype, a copy of which was 
published in yesterday’s TRIBUNB, and which 
won a medal for Mr. Hesler at the Crystal 
Palace in London in 1851, was a picture of 
a little girl named Carrie Brooks, and was 
taken in Galena in 50 or 51. The artist 
made the sitting for “a study for his ex- 
hibit at London. . 

Thousands of the daguerreotypes of Mr. 
Hesler, many of which were very valuable, 
were destroyed in the fire of 1871. At the 
time of his death Mr. Hesler was once more 
getting his daguerreotyping apparatus in 
order, as this style of portrait is again com- | 
ing in fashion.

Out of the American railroads covering 
many thousands of millions of dollars of 
capital steck and bonded debt about one- 
sixth have been declared bankrupt or have 
defaulted payment on just debts within the 
last two years, so that out of the entire 
mileage in the United States practically 14 
per cent is that of bankrupt roads and out 
of the $5,600,000,000 worth of railroad bonds 
last year $75,000,000 were those of defaulted 
roads. These roads were chiefly found 
among the Western and Southern States, 
while they were few in the New England 
and the Middle States. On the other hand, 
in the list of the Western States there were 
thirty-two bankrupt roads with a bonded 
indebtedness of $100,000,000, and in the 
Southern and Southwestern States there 
were forty-six bankrupt roads with a bond- 
ed indebtedness of more than $158,000,000. 
In the United States at large the numbers of 
bankrupt roads last year reached 100 aut of 
the 679 roads which are scattered through 
the country. It may be doubted whether in 
any country outside of this continent one- 
sixth of the railroads are insolvent or bank~ 
rupt. On the other hand it is apparent the 
worst seems to have been passed and from 
now on the railroad situation is likely to im- 
prove, 

There are still certain properties which 
cannot be placed upon a satisfactory basis 
without a thorough and costly reorganiza- 
tion, but with proper remedial action in this 
direction there seems to be no reason why 
the railroad business of the United States 
should not be placed upon a business-like 
and paying basis. The mistakes of the past, 
especially in the direction of parallel con- 
struction and senseless rate wars, are now 
apparent to nearly every one, and ff those 
mistakes are not repeated in the future 
American railroads may yet be placed upon 
a basig, that will be far more gratifying to 
Americans than the conditions in which one- 
sixth of the roads were to be found within 
the recent past.

Provision Made for Retaliatory Duties on 
United States Products, 
Washington, D. C., July 6.—Consul Ryan, 
at St. Johns, has sent to the State Depart- 
ment a copy of the new tariff of the colony 
of Newfoundland. The principle articles are 
dutiable as follows: Cured meats, $2.65 per 
100 weight; flour, 250 per barrel; Indian 
corn, Oe pet bushel; meal, 25c per barrel; 
lumber, $8 per 1.000 feet; dressed lumber, 
$5 per 1.000 feet; brandy, 83. 20 a gallon; 
other spirits same; whisky, $2.60. Among 
the articles on the free list are agricultural 
implements, live stock for breeding, raw wool, 
typewriting machines, and wheat, Sorae re- 
tallutory measures are levied, one bemg di- 
rected at the United States. This provides 
that when any country having the privilege of 
taking fish on the Newfoundland coast exacts | 
a duty on fmportations of fish there shall be 
charged an addition to the regular duties.

Com- 
plaint has been made that the Treasury offi- 
cials are too technical, but they have done 
just what any Chicagoan would do who in- 
tended to put a large sum of money into a 
building. Until his lawyer told him that his 
title to the property on which he was going 
to build was flawless the mere shadow ofa 
suspicion of a weak point in his abstract 
would make him wait. The government can- 
not be blamed for exercising equal caution. 
If it were to spend a hundred thousand dol- 
lars on the Lake-Front and then be ordered 
off there would be a good deal said about 
‘negligent officials.“ The Corporation Coun- 
sel is a good lawyer and when he is fully 
satisfied that the interests of the government 
are protected there will be no further hesi- 
tation at Washington. There is reason to 
believe that the work of construction will 
begin soon and that before winter comes the 
Postoffice people will be out of their present 
horrible quarters.

THE UNDERGROUND LOOP, 

The suggestion has been made that instead 
of haviny an elevated railroad in the business 
district for the purpose of connecting the dif- 
ferent lines which are carrying people to that 
part of the city there be an underground 
loop which will answer the same purpose, but 
will leave the streets free for other uses. 

An eminent engincer, whose verdict no one 
will be inclined to dispute, says that the plan 
is feasib.e and that in the long run it will be 
cheaper to operate the road below ground 
than above ground, that the cost of mainte- 
nance will be a great deal less, and that there 
will be no expensive damage suits, At the 
first glance it would seem as if there must be 
some risk involved in running tunnels be- 
tween the skyscrapers of this city and having 
trains using them constantly. Butif the en- 
gineers say there is no danger that settles the 
matter. 

There is, however, no immediate prospect 


of the construction of an underground road. 


Most of its friends admit as much. The ele- 
vated lines have got the start. They have se- 
cured two s des of their quadrilateral—Lake 
street and Fifth avenue. It is only a question 
of time when they will complete their square. 
The intensity of the pressure increases stead- 
ily and will grow greater till the loop is com- 
pleted, 

It does not follow, however, that this kills 
the underground project. It means simply 
its postponement. And in some respects it is 
better that it should be deferred and not 
acted on at thie time, when the Aidermen are 
so much in the habit of giving away without 
an equivalent franchises which are of present 
or of great future value. There will be an 
elevated loop and for a time it will accommo- 
date the traffic fuirly well. Akte, a while i“ 
will cease to do so. Then there will have to 
be additional facilities. It will be necessary 
to go beneath the surface to get them. For 
it may be assumed with some confidence that 
there never will be more than one overhead 
line in the present business district, nu mat- 
ter how great the pressure may be, 

The population of Chicago is not gomg to 
cease growing, and the number of persons 
who will resort daily to the business center 
will grow also. It will be necessary to have 
both elevated roads and undergrouad ones 
for their accommodation, and so great will be 
the travel that they will all pay, which can- 
not be said to be the case with the elevated 
roads as yet. 

Even if the elevated roads had not made 
their lodgment in the business district, it is 
doubtful whether they could have been in- 
duced to go underground. They would have 
been frightened by the first cost and would 
not have been reassured by the prospect of 
luture savings. Furthermore, it wou.d have 
taken so much longer to do the work. They 
like the swift progress which is possible in 
overhead construction, as has been exempli- 
fied on Lake streot. 

The underground roads will * in the 
future. That will permit of the same thor. 
ough and deliberate study here that the sub- 
ject receivedin New York. It may be deemed 
best that the city shall do the work. In that 
event there will be need of legislation. It 
may be thought better to let a company do 
it. In that event it is to be hoped there will 
be a Council which will bave some regard for 
the interest of the city and see that it gets a 
sufficient share in the profits of the road., A 
few years hence the demand for underground 
lines will be sufficient to necessitate their 
construction.

The Pullman Palace Car company is re-.

ployés in its great shops near this city 10 per 
cent. The increase affects about 4.000 men, 
and was conceded by the company without 
Cemand by the toilers or public announce.

‘TEACHING PERSONAL OPINIONS. 

The recent dismissal of a professor in the 
University of Chicago, who had made hitnself 
somewhat prominent in the outside agitation 
of economic questions, adds interest to a re- 
dent statement made by President Harper at 
the convocatory exercises, The President 
said the political attitude of a professor of 
astronomy or chemistry will not affect his 
class-room work, but the case is different 
with the professor of political economy or 
social science, or even history. The duty 
of such professor is manifestly to teach 
the history of his subject, and not his 
own opinions, The true teacher must 
stand above party lines, and be in. 
dependent of party affiliations. But he 
will be none the less a patriot. No 
man should be more ready than a university 
manu to take front rank in all efforts put 
forth for better government.“ He branded 
as false any statement to the effect that the 
university has in any way restricted the 
liberty of its professors in the deciaration of 
their opinions or the performance of their 
duties, but care should be taken not to con- 
found personal pleading for scientific 
thought.” When such confusion arises it 
shows that the officers in the university have 
mistaken the purpose for which they were ap- 
pointed and have forgotten that to serve the 
university they must employ scientific 
methods and do ¢cientific work. He indicated 
a belief that when such conditions arise it is 
time for those who are responsible for them 
to vacate their positions as teachers. 

The line is drawn sharply and sensibly in 
this statement. It is easy to err in supposing 
that individual liberty for the instructors in 
our ſastitutibns of learning carries with it the 
right to license in delivering personal opinions 
ex cathedra; and especially this may be pro- 
ductive of mischief when the utterance goes 
outside with the sembiance of authority from 
within. Theteaching of facts, generally ad- 
mitted to be such, and the aiding of the 
student to think for himself in regard to 
them, is a very different thing from the effort 
to train his thouguts in one certain direction 
which may happen to be that of a mental twist 
on the part of the instructor, who by making 
that effort may become a perverter instead 
of a helper. Of course the dictation of ideas 
may be necessarily a part of instruction in 
the lower grades of school work, but if so it 
should be guarded more and more as the ed- 
ucationa! process is carried further towards 
its close. and the authoritative utterance is 
foolish when the individual making it is not 
recognized as an authority, even on a com- 
mon subject. It becomes farcical when the 
subject of the utterance is one on which there 
is room for the widest difference of opinion 
among those who have studied it deeply and 
with an honest desire to arrive at the truth, 
as is the case with some questions in political 
economy and social science. 


GEN. HARRISON AND THE BICYCLE. 

It is stated in an Indiana dispatch that— 

While ex-President Harrison was at Dana last 
week hunting the subject of bicycling came up 
for di-cussion, and be expressed himself very 
emphatically upon it, taking the ground that it 
was ungraceful in women to ride bicycles. He 
said he did not believe there ever would be any 
love matches made on a wheel, and the time of 
late when he most wished that he had bis gun 
was when he saw a woman riding a bicycle and 
chewing gum. 

Although the customary “ prominent citi- 
zen, whose name is not given, is alleged to 
be ready to testify that these startling re- 
toarks were made there is reason to doubt 
their accuracy. The ex-President is not in the 
habit of expressing himself in such a positive 
manner about subjects which lie outside the 
sphere ot his profession or of hia studies, He 
never would say that no love matches would 
be made on a wheel until he had satisfied 
himself from a‘careful study of matrimonial 
statistics that, while tennis, golf, and other 
athietic sports did not hurt a glrl's chances of 
getting married, bicycle riding did, whether 
the fair bicyclist wore bloomers or the most 
modest and most inconvenient of skirts, 

In addition to these sweeping and censori- 
ous remarks being eo much at variance with 
Gen. Harrison’s judicial frame of mind, it 
must not be forgotten that heis a Presidential 
candidate and that such persons are generally 
careful not to have an opinion ofany kind on 
controverted questions. Least of all do they 
go out of the way to antagonize numerous and 
influential classes of people. It is true that 
the ex-President has not said he is a candi. 
date, but his friends say they are going to 
make him one. It is not the custom of gen- 

_tlemen whose friends have such designs on 
them to put obstacles in the way of those 
friends by making uncalled-for and disagree. 
able remarks about anything, 

The silver question is one which is being 
discussed considerably just now; but the 
Presidential possibilities fight very shy of it. 
It was stated yesterday in an Indiana dispatch 
that the ex-President would not say a word 
about the currency till next year. The Vice. 
President is even more noncommittal, for 
he has not announced that he will give an 
opinion at any time, Other aspirants are 
mum. Senator Hill has said a good deal, but 
it is impossible to understand what he says. 

Of course, the question whether women

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MARITAL TROUBLES. 

Every heart knoweth its own bitterness and 
every heart should be able to feel for the bit- 
ternesses of other hearts, There are those 
that suffer in secret, there are others that 
lighten the burden of their sorrows by shar- 
ing it with some sympathizing soul, and there 
are still others who from the very nature of 
their woes are compelled to take a cold and 
unsympathetic public into their confidence. 
As illustrative of the last named class a story 
comes from Placentia, Cal., the main out-

filed with the County Recorder. It is an arti- 
cle of separation, agreed to by Mr. and Mrs.

There are 
reasons for believing also that he excluded 
butter from the family larder and prohibited 
the use of eggs or even eggshells in clearing 
coffee. After enduring this sort of thing 
for twenty years Mrs. Strain revolted. The 
strain, ag it were, became too great, She de- 
manded a separation and Mr, Strain agreed. 
An article was drawn up and deposited, as 
stated, with the county authorities. It sets 
forth that irreconcilable differences prevent 
the husband anc wife from dwelling together 
happily. It stipulates that they shall respect 
each other, live good, honest, moral lives. 
gives to Mrs. Strain the care of the minor 
children, $1,000 for. the education of the 
same, and a twenty-acre orange orchard. In 
case of either party being detected in the act 
of wanting to marry somebody else the arti- 
cle becomes void. 

Still more harrowing, if possible, is the 
case of Mr. ahd Mrs. Isaac Brewer of Mon- 
roe, Wis. Düring the twenty-two years of 
their married life Mrs, Brewer deserted her 
husband forty-two times. Up to the forty- 
first time, inclusive, Isaac managed to per- 
suade her to return, but with the forty-second 
desertaon she gained sufficient fortitude, so to 
speak, to remain away for good and the 
County Court has taken charge of the estate. 
One of the most tragic incidents of their 
married career was that which led to Mrs. 
Brewer's twenty-third desertion. She had

he had pronounced convictions regard- 
ing ite manufacture, It may be that 
he preferred it browned evenly 
on top, and without any sprinklmg of nut- 
meg. It is possible he insisted on a more 
generous flange of crust on its periphery or 
he may have preferred more sugar than Mrs. 
Brewer was in the habit of stirring into her 
pies at an early stage in the process of making 
them. Certain it is’ that Mr. Brewer spoke 
his mind freely concerning this particular 
pie and the wife of his bosom gathered up her 
traps and calamities and departed. On this 
occasion it cost Isaac $200 in cash and the 
deed of a house to ‘win her back. But she 
has gone now to stay. Isaac does not possess 
enough in money and lands to shake her reso- 
lution and another family has been ship- 
wrecked upon the rock of incompatibility 
This is a world of sorrow, and too often the 
reeital of its keenest sorrows serves merely to 
gratify an idle curiosity or move the unthink- 
ing to fatuous mirth. 


THE BICYCLE FACE, 

An English physician has discovered that 
there is a bicycle iace—that is, a face which 
from a variety of reasons has assumed a dis- 
tinctive color and expression at once identify- 
ing the person as one addicted to the habit of 
pedaling more or less rapidly in order to get 
over the ground fastet than bis legs can carry 
him by the ordinary method, known as walk. 
ing. This physician observes that bicyclists 
are frequently pale and that some of them 
have the peculiar gray hue which indicates 
nervous exhaustion and often complain of 
headache, He further notices, what any keen 
observer must have detected, a serious, care- 
worn, strained look which the face assumes 
growing out of the responsibility of maintain- 
ing equilibrium and the unconscious resist- 
ance to the tendency fo flop over one side or 
the other, This effort, he says, strains a 
special brain center situated at the back of 
the head, The strain upon this center is in- 
cessant, though unmarked, and some people 
cannot stand it for more than a short time. 
This it is that causes the headache and the 
nervous exhaustion,” 

While Tun Tumor is not disposed to go 
so far as to assume that all persons addicted 
to the bicycle habit are headachy and nerv- 
ously exhausted it is of opinion that the 
English physician is right when he says there 
isa bicycle face, It is specially noticeable 
in adult riders, who have & conscious or un- 
conscious impression of equilibrium, but not 
in children, who are fnorant there is such a 
thing as keeping one’s balance and therefore 
master the bicycle at the first sitting and 
start off as easily as a young fish ewime. 
Hence their expression of face is not 
changed. The adult, however, never 
quite overcomes the impression of re- 
sponsibility and anxiety. He never sits 
his steed like a thing ot life. He never feels 
the breath of life along the keel, He never 
sails off freely as the bird does into the blue. 
‘He is conscious of his balance. He is aware 
people are looking at him, He has to look for 
obstructions in the road, for other ¢yclers en- 
gaged in the idiotic practice of “ scorching,” 
for wagons in front and behind hitn, for pedes- 
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all may not be right with her, is the saddest, 
In such cases as these the strain upon the 
special brain center must be not only inces- 
sunt but tremendous, and it must of necessity 
sooner or later produce the bicycle face which 
the victim must carry to the grave where 
“‘seorchers” cease from troubling and the 
pedals are at rest. 

The case, however, is not ahcpeless one. 
If the bicycle face zhall become a serious, 
permanent ailment undoubtedly asylums will 
be opened for treatment of those addicted to 
the bicycle habit, just as there are asyiums 
for those addicted to the opium, morphine, 
and liquor habits, It is probable also, uniess 
their proper place is decided to be the insane 
hospital, that a formula will be found to cure 
the habit of “scorching” and possibly even 
to remedy the hump, 


NEW ORLEANS SHOCKED AT CHICAGO. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat has 
worked itself up into a state of mind over the 
recent action of the Woman's club in this city 
by which the color line was abolished, and in- 
telligence and good character made the sole 
essentials of membership. Our esteemed con- 
temporary frees its mind after the followmg 
foolish fashion: 


Chicago taste is something very peculiar, and 
Wwe no more propose to criticise it than to discuss 
the liking of the Esquimaux for blubber and 
train oil, but we certainly think that the action 
of the Chicagoans should induce the Southern 
women’s clubs, affi iated or federated with this 
Western white, biack, and yellow organization, 
to sever all connections with it that would tend 
to throw whites and blacks together in social or 
ciub intercourse. The Southern people, and par- 
ticularly Southern women, can have no relations 
with an organization where negroes, male or fe- 
male, are admitted on terms of equality. 


It is not likely that the Woman’s club of 
Chicago will be seriously disturbed by the prop- 
osition of the T.-D. that all Sotithern wom- 
en’s clubs affiliated with the Chicago organi- 
zation shail withdraw and case any further 
communications with it. The Chicago club 
is big enough, old enough, rich enough, and 
smart enough to go alone if every club in the 
South should cut its acquaintance. It is run 
not for the benefit of New Orleans but of Chi- 
cago, and it is a power here. It will lose 
nothing by the secession of Southern clubs, 
while the latter will lose much. The official 
motto of the -Woman’s club in this city is 
“Nihil alrenuma me puto,” and in laying 
down the qualifications of membership it has 
followed the spirit and letter of its motto. 
It has hot extended a wholesale invitation to 
colored women as the T.-D. states, and there 
is no indication that colored women are go- 
ing to avail themselves of their new oppor- 
tunity. It is not gomg to force the admis- 
sion of colored women into clubs in other 
parts of the country, as the T.-D. also 
states, for their membership is not 
a matter of concern to it. It is acting purely 
for itself. It has declared that it recognizes 
everything human as not allenum.“ That 
is its motto. Asa colored woman is human 
it recognizes that she has the rights of hu- 
manity. This is the difference between North 
and South. Thecolored woman not being 
considered human there, of course she should 
not be in a club of white women who alone 
are bumansin that section. Meanwhile, if 
the women of the Southern clubs decide to 
follow the T..D.’s advice and go out of the 
federation, Mrs. Henrotin will probably 
show them the door with her customary cour- 
tesy, and Mrs, Coonley will bid them good-by 
at the front gate in her most elegant manner. 


FORB.:DDING PRiZE-FIGHTS, 

State Controller Finley of Tezas has in- 
formed the tax collector at Dallas that he re- 
fuses to authorize the collector to receive any 
sum asa license for the proposed fight be- 
tween Corbett and Fitzsimmons, An act 
pessed in 1889 provided for an occupation 
tax of $500 for every fight between man 
and man in the State of Texas; but a subse- 
quent enactment, iu 1892, makes it unlawful 
to voluntarily enter intoa pugilistic encoun- 
ter for money or upon the result whereof any 
money is wagered, and the Court of Criminal 
Appeals has decided that this repeals so much 
of the act of 1889 as permitted 
an occupation tax to be charged for 
fights between man and man.

for.a license in any instance till now. The 
site for the amphitheater has been selected, 
near the fair grounds, and just inside the city 
limits, and “six of the ablest lawyers in 
Texas are unanimous in agreemg that there 
is no law on the statute books of Texas to 
prevent this contest.

Their attention has been 
called to it officially, and the managers are 
proceeding so defiantly that to allow the fight 
to “come off” as advertised would bring the 
State into contempt. The officials must do 
their duty. The prize-fignt has been ruled 
out of Florida, the association which encour- 
aged it in New Orieana bas gone to pieces,

As the avowed motive of the Government of the 
United States for the prosecution of tne existing 
war with the Confederate States is to secure a re 
union of all the States under one common gov- 
ernment, and as wisdom and sound policy alike 
require that a common government should rest 
on the consent and be supported by the affections 
of all the people who compose it: Now, in ordet 
to ascertain Whether it be practicable to put an 
end to the existing war and to the consequént de- 
struction of lite and property, hav in view the 
correspondence and conversation which has re- 
centiy taken place between Maj.-Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man and myself. I propose the foilowing points 
as a basis of pacification: 

First—The disbanding of the military forces of 
the Confederacy ; and, 

Second—The recognition of the Constitution 
and authority of the Government of the United 
Stoteg on the following conditions: 

Thira—The preservation and continuance of 
the State g vernments. 

Fourth—The preservation to the people of all 
the political rights and rights of person and 
property secured to them by the Constitution of 
the United States and of their several States. 

Fifth—Freedom from future prosecuuon or 
penaities for their participation in the present 
war. 

S.xth—Agreement to a general suspension of 
hostilities pending these negotiations.

Washington, April 21. 
Secretary of War: I have received and just com- 
pieted reading the dispatches brought by special 
messenger from Gen. Sherman. They are of such 
importance that I think immediate action should 
be taken on them, and that it shouid be done by 
the President in counci: with his whole Cabinet. 
I would respectfuliy suggest, whether the Presi- 
dent shouid not be notified and ail his Cabinet, 
and the mecting take place tonight.

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Efforts to Obstract the Whisky Trust Sale 
Thron 


Out of Court. 

Attempts to oppose the sale of whisky 
trust properties in Judge Showalter’s court 
by ex-President Greenhut and Nelson Mor- 
ris were ended yesterday afternoon by the 
court flinging out all the motions character- 
ized by counsel for the Reorganization com- 
mittee as having that purpose in view. 
Greenhut and Morris’ motion for an appeal 
was overruled also, but it was announced 
in court they will go to the Court of Appeals 
next Tuesday and seek the relief Judge 
Showalter denied them. 

As to the motion of Greenhut and Lindsey 
to be made codefendants the court said: 

“Morris is a creditor and not affected by 
the decree of sale. The purchasers take the 
property subject to the lien of the bonds 
and this court retains control for the pur- 

of paying off the debts. Greenhut and 
ndsey are stockholders. If the corpora- 
tion were winding up its affairs through ts 
directors and the holders of 348,000 shares 
out of 350,000 should make a bid for it, sub- 
ject to increase at an auction sale, and take 
it subject to the liens, no single stockholder 
could object. He would have no standing. 
I don’t see why Greenhut and Lindsey 
should be permitted to interfere, and their 
petition is therefore denied. I am also of 
the opinion the order allowing their objec- 
tions to the decree should be vacated.”’ 

Attorney Walker presented a petition by 
Nelson Morris and the Empire Distilling 
company for an appeal to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. This application was denied. 
He then presented the joint petition of 
Greenhut and Lindsey for the same order of 
appeal. This also was denied. The motion 
to refer the receiver's report to a Master was 
overruled. A general talk participated in by 
all the counsel followed to get the record in 
shape for Greenhut’s and Morris’ appeal. 

Lawyers present at the hearing said the 
appeal of the Greenhut faction might be 
made either in the shape of an application to 
the Court of Appeals for A mandamus on 
Judge Showalter requiring him to grant the 
appeal which he denied, or a writ of error 
might be taken to the higher court and a 
supersedeas staying the sale of the property 
be asked. If the mandamus procedure was 
adopted the determination, of the issue, it 
was said, could not be made before October— 
long after the sale, which is to take placein 
August. 

An answer to Greenhut’s motion to inter- 
vene was filed before Judge Showalter acted 
on the former. It embodies the charges 
made in arguments that Greenhut is not 
acting in good faith, is short of the trust 
stock, and his purpose is to hinder and-ob- 
struct. 


THAT TELEGRAPH PURCHASE A CANARD. 


Postal Directors Flatly Deny That Standard 
Company Deal. 

If the story printed yesterday to the effect 
that $15,000,000 had been offered for the 
lines of the Postal Telegraph company on 
behalf of the Standard Telephone company 
is true men closely connected with both en- 
terprises know nothing of it. J. W. Elis- 
worth is a director in the Postal company. 
He said yesterday morning: “I have no 
knowledge of the alleged offer and think I 
would have if it had been made. The Postal 
company recently increased its stock. The 
increase was taken by John W. Mackay and 
a few others. The property was estab ed 
by Mr. Mackay, and it is not for sale far 
as I know.”’ 

The Standard Telephone company, the al- 
leged buyer, has not been largely heard of 
since its extensive plans were announced 
three months ago. en who are in excellent 
position tos k of its affairs say the com- 
pany’s organization and estaDiishment has 
not progressed with anything like the rapid- 
ity promised. They smiled at the story 
that it would purchase the Postal lines. 

New York, July 6.—Vice-President Will- 
iam H. Baker of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany said today there was no truth in the 
story published in Chicago that the Standard 
Telephone company, backed by the Standard 
Oil company, was about to secure a control- 
ling interest in the stock of the Postal Tele- 
graph company.

Baker, and there are no negotiations of 
the kind indicated.”

WANT AN ELBOTRIOROAD. 


Submits a Report at a Meeting—Cable 
Roads, It Says, Are Too Expensive and 
Dangerous, and Elevated Structures 
Would Darken Their Premises=<They 
Want Rapid Transit. 


A meeting of property-owners on Clark 
street, between Taylor and Washington 
streets, was held yesterday at the Equitable 
Building. The committee appointed at the 
last meeting reported as follows: 

Your committee has given earnest considera- 
tion to this important question, as it will involve 
the future progress and advancement of the city, 
the enhancement of the value of our properties, 
and the material increase of the business traus- 
acted on that thoroughfare. After a careful in- 
vestigation the committee unqualifiedly indorses 
the proposition of tne Chicago City railway com- 

ny to erect and maintain an eiectric wolves 

ine, with center pole wire underground f 

wires on Clark street. rom what couid be 
learned on this subject the committee was in- 
formed that no local railway company would 
consider for a moment the construction of an- 
other cable line in the City of Chicago. They 
were too e ive, unsatisfactory. and were 
practically more dangerous to human life than 
any system of railway transportation now in 
operation. Aside from this no means were pos- 
Able at Clark and Washington streets 
for a loop system or the usual 
facilities of a terminal station. With regard 
to the construction of an elevated road on Clark 
street other and more serious difficulties were 
encountered. The property-owners, almost unan- 
imously, were found to be opposed to this cum- 
bersome, noisy, and street darkening structure. 

The next resort was a trolley or electric sys- 
tem and the committee has carefully considered 
the operation of this means ofrapid transit in 
this and otner cities before giv their approval 
to the proposed line. From all that can be 
learned the trolley system, wherever it is in suc- 
cessful operation in other cities, has given gen- 
eral satisfaction. 

We have conversed with several ef the lead 
insurance managers and agents in the city, an 
are convinced that no increase of insurance rates 
need be anticipated, or if an increase is made it 
will be so slight as to be unworthy of considera- 
tion when the great advantages to be derived 
from the in uction of rapid transit is con- 
sidered. : 

The report was adopted, and the committee 
was instructed to use every means to secure 
the passage of the necessary ordinances. 


DEDICATE EVANSTON’S NEW CHURCH.

cluding the church, is $11,000. To the pas- 
tor, Rev. Charles Palm, is due in a great 
measure the successful completion of the 
building.

MANY SUMMER PLANS OF HULL HOUSE 


Miss Jane Addams Busy with Recreation 
for Girls and Children. + 

Miss Jane Addams’ fertile brain is always 
at work devising new plans for the benefit 
of Hull House Settlements. Now Miss Ad- 
dams has two schemes in hand, which in- 
clude a summer school and vacation, one 
for young women, the other for children. 
The summer school at Rockford, III., for 
young women is alredy open, and the one 
for children at Lake Side will open Aug. 1. 
Trustees of Rockford College donate the use 
of the college building. 

Miss Addams said yesterday that her idea 
was that an intelligently directed vacation, 
where a few outdoor studies were inter- 
woven with the boating and other social 
pleasures, was infinitely more restful than 
a haphazard outing. The dormitories at 
Rockford College are large and airy. This 
is the fourth summer that from sixty toa 
hundred young women have attended this 
summer school. The average price per week 
for board and tuition is $3. The lessons are 
made up largely of outdoor studies, such as 
birds, botany, sketching, tennis, lectures, 
and reading parties. 

The citizens of Rockford have always 
shown the girls a great deal of attention. 
giving them picnics and inviting them to 
their homes. Miss Addams expressed the 
wish yesterday that the fine college buildings 
at Evanston and some of the other colleges 
might be utilized in the same way. In 
the summer,” she said, the grounds are 
more beautiful than at any other time of 
the year. The dormitories are much more 
comfortable than the stuffy little rooms 
in cheap summer hotels, and yet they are 
all closed. It is a waste of time and mate- 
rial,“ she concluded. 

The school for children will open at Lake 
Side Aug. 1 under the supervision of Miss 
West of Hull House. A house with fourteen 
rooms has been rented and it is proposed to 
make a sort of family club of it. As many 
children as can be accommodated at a time 
will be sent out. The cost per week for each 
is estimated at about $1.50. The society 
furnishes the house and each one pays for 
what he eats. Mothers will be allowed to 
accompany their children when they so de- 
ire. Turning city children loose in the 
country,” said Miss Addams, “is, some- 
thing like casting them adrift in a foreign 
land where they do not know the language. 
They need some one to dirtct their play, to 
suggest things to them, to teach them to 
observe and know nature.“ 

The house has been rented for a year and it 
is expected the school will run till the cold 
weather. | 


OVERRULED BY THEIR WIVES. 


A Case Where All the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court Changed Their Minds. 

New York Sun: It wasa matter of some 
surprise that Justice Shiras of the United 
States Supreme Court should have changed 
his mind within a few weeks upon a matter of 
law, but it is not many months since the 
whole court changed their mind on such a 
matter, and that in the course of a few days. 

The case before the court wae one arising 
out of a customs decision at this port, and the 
counsel arguing against the decision of the 
custom-house was a New York lawyer, then 
for the first time before the Supreme Court. 
The case turned mainly upon the question 
whether an article of importation should or 
should not be classed asasauce. The cus- 
tom-house had cailed ita sauce and taxed it 
uccordingly. The government maintained 
this contention, and, of course, the New York 
lawyer sought to show that the article should 
not be classed as a sauce. 

When the Supreme Court came to consult 
upon the case their unanimous opinion was 
favorable to the contention: of the govern- 
ment, and one of the Justices was instructed 
to prepare a decision in favor of the custom- 
hotse. The Justice, on returning home, told 
his wife of the case, and indicated the ground 
of the decision; whereupon the lady toid him 
ia plain words that the Justices of the Su- 
preme Court did not know what they were 
talking about, and had agreed upon an un- 
just decision. The lady was entirely clear 
that the article in dispute could not properly 
be called a sauce, and openly ridicuied the 
court. z 

The perplexed Justice, instead of preparing 
the decision in accordance with the instruc. 
tions of his brethren, did nothing in the mat- 
ter, but at the next opportunity unfolded to 
the other Justices his wife’s view of 
matter and asked them to seek domestic 
counsel on the case and report at the next 
consultation of the court. When that con- 
suitation came round the Justices, having 
taken feminine counsel, all reported against 
their original view that the article involved in 
the case should be classed as a sauce, and ac- 
cordingly the Justice originally charged with 
the task of preparing a decision in favor of 
the government was now instructed to pre- 
pare one in favor of the New York lawyer’s 
client. It thus happened that the lawyer won 
his flret case before the Supreme Court be- 
cause the wives of the Justices knew more 
than the court itself. 


NO LIGHT IN THE HELLMANN LETTERS, 


Relatives of the Murderer and Suicide Will 
Give No Facts. 

Whether or not Frederick Hellman, who 
murdered his wife and four children and 
then committed suicide the night of July 4, 
explained his motive for the crime in a let- 
ter left in the vaults of the Fidelity Safety 
Deposit company on Randolph street may 
never be known by the general public. In 
the letter sent by mail to his brother, 
Charles, Hellman said he had left a letter 
in his box at the safety deposit vaults which 
would explain a few matters. The brother 
could not reach the vaults Friday, but yes- 
terday he called at the Fidelity company 
office with Herman Zappel, the victim's 
brother-in-law, and, as the two were in pos- 
session of the password and had the key to 
Heliman’s box, they were admitted. The 
contents of the box were examined and the 
letter was found. Both the brother and 
Zappel read the communication and carried 
it away. They refused to divulge its full 
contents. They both maintain that the let- 
ter found in the safety deposit vault is of a 
strictly private nature, and that the public 
is not concerned. They said it was brief and 
simply spoke of tax receipts, deeds, and 
other papers, but they declined to furnish a 
verbatim copy.

NOTES OF INTEREST TO RIDERS, 


Peints About Gears, Tracks, Tandems, and 
Late Improvements. 

Until a thorough mastery of a tandem has 
been acquired care should be taken in coast- 
ing. The momentum the machine and its 
riders acquire is much greater than its riders 
are aware of, until they attempt to check 
its speed or guide its course. 

The latest French improvement in the con- 
struction of cement tracks consists in in- 
corporating wire netting in the cement, and 
in the supporting of the whole surface upon 
columns of cement sunk in the earth, thus 
preventing the track from settling. 

The oO great advantages claimed for a 
tandem are the absence of vibration when 
ridden over a rough road and the ease with 
which its two riders can propel the machine 
against a head wind, as compared with the 
seme riders’ efforts when mounted upon 
singles. 

Now the claim is made that with a low 
geared wheel it is possible to pedal down 
hill faster with one foot than by the use of 
both. Why this is so the claimant fails to 
say. 

German wheelmen are preparing a peti- 
tion against unjust cycling laws, to which 
petition they expect to gain a million signa- 
tues before it is presented to the authorities, 

The motor bicycle h made its first ap- 
pearance as a pacemaker in a race held at 
Mulhausen, in Germany.

Wheelwomen should learn that the short- 
er the pedal crank on their wheels the more 
gracefully they will ride, but in their efforts 
to become graceful they should not reduce 
the length of crank to any less than 5% 
inches. 

An ambulance cycle has been invented by 
a Berlin doctor. It is a litter resting on two 
wheels at one end and attached to an ordi- 
nary tricycle at the other, and worked by 
two men. It would be useful in small towns 
where a horse ambulance is too expensive, 
or in the country.

RECORD OF THE LITTLE WELSHMAN, 


Parisians Marvel at the Ease with Which 
He Accomplishes Great Feats. 

If J. Michael continues in the way he has 
begun he will soon take his place among the 
big figures in the history of cycling—not, of 
course, in a physical sense, as he can claim 
the distinction of being the smallest pro- 
fessional rider on the path, but as a sort of 
infant phenomenon, who, as a breaker of 
records, is not likely to find a parallel. If 
for nothing else, he would be entitled toa 
niche in the cycling temple of fame as the 
first rider to cover the 100 miles in less than 
four hours. It is not altogether what he 
does that makes the little Welshman such 
a remarkable figure, but the way in which 
he does it, and, however fast he may be tak- 
en along by an army of triplets and quadru- 
plets, relaying each other every few laps, 
his smooth and easy style always gives one 
the impression that he is riding well within 
himself. As for the Parisians, they have 
not words enough to express their admira- 
tion of.the marvelous Welshman. Recently 
he took part in a six hours’ race at the Velo- 
drome Buffalo, and, being reserved for the 
competitors in the forthcoming Bol d'or 
contest, the race is looked upon with special 
interest. The starters were J. Michael, Con- 
stant Huret, Charlies Lucas, Tom Linton, 
Lesna, Rivierre, Thé, and Aries. Michael 
and Lesna immediately dashed off to get 
behind the pacemakers, and they were taken 
along at such a bat that the rest of the fleld 
was lapped in a few’ minutes. Lesna then 
dropped behind and was lapped in his turn. 
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Michael continued to add to his advance, 
and after a time Lesna improved to such an 
extent that he carried on a long and desper- 
e with Michael, without, how- 
able to get away from him. 
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was then a poor bicycle repairer whom no 
one took to be speedy and in whom no one 
saw even the buds of promise. The Winona, 
Minn., cyclists had just built a new track, 
and to help them dedicate it Johnny went out 
to ride. He had two opponents on that oc- 
casion, either of whom it was thought could 
ride him to death in the first round—one of 
them a young fellow named Ripley from 
Austin, Minn., and the other a local rider 
named Newman. The first event was a quar- 
ter, which Johnson won, hands down. In 
the half the others did not know they were 
riding, and in the mile heat, which followed 
immediately, the same thing was repeated. 
Then came a five-mile race, the first in 
which Johnny had ever had opportunity to 
show what he could do, and the result was 
a revelation to every one that sawit. There 
were twenty men entered, and he beat them 
all out, doing the last mile in 2:35. Of course 
the crowd went wild, and the humble re- 
pairer, like Lord Byron, awoke to find him- 
self famous. Everybody wanted to know 
just how it happened, what wheel he rode, 
how high his gear was, and the thousand and 
one other questions that are always asked 
at such times. It so happened that the 
wheel was fitted with the elliptical sprock- 
ets that were then just coming into vogue, 
and the result was that the manufacturers 
were flooded with orders for sprockets 
Just like Johnson's.“ The company saw 
it had a good thing and one that would not 
require much pushing, and sent him to Inde- 
pendence, Ia., and sent Tom Eck along to 
train him.

How an Old Scrap Heap Was Made to Turn

concern one day found themselves burdened 
with a lot of wheels and interior works of a 
line of watches which, for some reason or 
another, had not proved satisfactory. The 
mass of material was virtually worthless, 
and to get rid of it it was offered for sale at 
any price, but no one wanted it. An ingen- 
ious workman, wanting a cyclometer for his 
wheel, went to this scrap heap, selected 
seven parts from it, added two more of his 
own making, and the result was an accurate 
durable, and economical cyclometer. Other 
workmen who were cyclers did the same 
thing until the value of the scrap heap be- 
came known to the heads of the company, 
with the result that from what was at one 
time deemed a worthless scrap heap over 
5,000 cyclometers a day are now being turned 
out and retail at $2 each. Reads likea fairy 
story this, but it is the truth, just the same.— 
The Wheel. 


UNFAMILIAR NOISES IN MACHINES, 


One Rider Uses the Idea of Chastisement as 
a Remedy. 

Queer and unfamiliar noises, the causes 
of which are difficult to localize, develop oc- 
casionally in machines, They may result 
from the chain rubbing the gear case, or 
through a wheel not being truly central, 
thus causing a slight alteration in the travel 
of the gear. There are other sounds, more 
mysterious, which come and go without 
their origin being discovered, and so long as 
they come and go quickly there is no vexa- 
tion or likelihood of a breakdown. It is 
strange, however, to notice the treatment 
meted out to machines when some unfavor- 
able system arises. A few days ago a rider 
came bouncing his machine on the road 
with the only object as far as could be seen 
of replacing some dislodged piece of me- 
chanism, or jerking oil into a thirsty bear- 
ing, and, on being asked the reason of this 
maltreatment, he promptly said that the ma- 
chine started grunting after every twenty 
miles or so, and the only way to cure the 
ndise was to bang it repeatedly on the road. 
Wlueer mechanical noises are sometimes 
cured by letting the machine rest, but it was 
not known that chastisement produced the 
same result.

The proper term 
for canine madness is rabies. The rapid dog 
has no fear of water.“ On the contrary he 
craves it, and, unless paralyzed, he has no 
difficulty in swallowing it. Rabies is a 
specific disease of the nervous system. 
In ail cases there is an intense inflam- 
mation of the brain and spinal marrow, end- 
ing in a loss of function, which is a result 
common to inflamed glands. The mucous 
glands of the stomach and bowels, the liver, 
the ‘pancreas, and the kidneys are all more or 
less’ injected with blood; but the salivary 
giands are especially affected, and the secre- 
tion of saliva is greatly increased. There is 
the furious or maniacal form of rabies and 
the paralytic. The paralytic is known as 
dumb rabies. Absolutely typical cases of 
either form are as rare as is the disease. 
Death, however, usually results in from two 
to ten days in the iurious form, while in 
dum b rabies the period is much shorter. 

The howl or bark ot a mad dog is very re- 
markable. It is totally unlike his ordinary 
voice, and is sonorous and melancholy to an 
extreme, No ope need mistake it. The dog’s 
appetite is so perverted that he will swallow 
stones, sticks, stra ws, and almost any filtn.

In the 
earlier stages the animal is sullen and in- 
clined. to hide away in corners. His eyes 
grow wild and suspicious. If at large he will 
roam over wide tracts of country at a jog 
trot, with his head down and his tongue out. 
In dumb rabies there is an entire absence of 
excitement, The muscles of mastication are 
paralyzed so that the lower jaw is dropped; 
there is no maniacal stage at all. 

Epileptical convulsions are due to an ir- 
regular discharge of the nerve cells. They 
occur unexpectedly, are of variable duration, 
and the spasms are of two. kinds. A pro- 
longed muscular contraction is called a tonic 
spasm. Following the tonic spasm are the 
clonic spasms, which consist of alternate 
contraction and relaxation. The dog, like 
the human subject, will froth at the mouth 
and bite the tongue. Epilepsy may be he- 
reditary, or may be due to teething and 
worms. 

Apoplexy differs greatly from epilepsy. 

convulsions are not prominent; the pu- 
pile of the eyes are either contracted or di- 
lated; there is long continued uaconscious- 
ness and more or less paralysis. 

Meningitis, so often mistaken for rabies, is 
yet very different. The temperature is very 
much elevated, which it is not in rabies; the 
dog snaps, but shows no tendency to bite, 
neal ars is no particular bark and howi com- 
bined, although the dog’s voice is high 
pitched. 


Phrenitis is simply inflammation of the 
brain. It is sometimes a complication of dis- 
tempers, and is the only disorder which re- 
sembles rabies, It generaliy occurs in the 
hottest weather. The dog cannot propagate 
phrenitis by salivary inoculation. 

„Hydrophobia in human beings,” says a 
writer, results from accidents of a nervous 
order. sometimes mortal, sometimes curable, 
acco as they derive from disorders analo- 
gous to tetanus (lockjaw) produced by a 
wound or from pureiy mental disorders.’ 
According to Dr. Caffe, spontaneous rabi- 
form hydrophobia is the only rabies that ex- 
ists, and that is a mortal rabies. Be- 
fore M. Pasteur’s system was invented 
about nineteen persons annually were 
officially reported to have died of hy- 
drophobia. Now, strange as it may seem, the 
number of persons who annually report them- 
selves bitten by rabid animals averages from 
1,500 to 2,000. Rabies is a rare disease, 
rarer today than in the past, and hydrophobia 
is more or less a form of hysteria. Were 
there less talk about it it would be better for 
the community. A little more knowledge of 
our own nervous system, a little less iguor- 
ance of the dog s, and we shall be far more 
likely to escape hydrophobia entirely than to 
die from it or to be saved by inocu.ation.

Traverse City, Mich., July 6.—Among the 
Northern resorts Traverse City is the Mecca 
of wheelmen, and tourists will do well to 
bring their bicycles with them.

Fully one-half mile northeast of Bald Bluff 
is a large stone hewed out of one solid block 
some twenty feet long, six or eight feet high, 
weighing hundreds of tons, of a dark gray 
color, and the perfect form of an elephant. 
The body only is above the level of the 
ground, the legs being deeply sunk below, 
holding it in a standing position. This is 
claimed to have been the work of the In- 
dians, and about it have been found some 
valuable. relics and war implements. Here 
it is supposed the Indians gathered, possibly 
for worship, on their way to and from the 
Big Spring, not more than one-half mile 
away. 

Days, even weeks, will be required in these 
trips to become familiar with the scenery in 
this locality.

Portland Oregonian: With the elimination 
of the horse from commercial occupations, 
now apparently a question of not long, it 
will be necessary to consider the possibility 
that he may at length be dislodged from 
that position where we are most loath 
to lose him—the pet and plaything, 
object for the exercise of affection and 
kindnees. There are thousands, prob- 
ably millions, who cherish with consum- 
ing jealousy their regard for the horse, who 
fancy themselves in something nearer the 
kingdom of heaven through the impassioned 
utterance: I love a good horse! and who 
would be very certain to decide, if they were 
to give the matter serious thought, that a defi- 
vite and considerable loss would accrue to the 
sum of human enjoyment and possession if 

horse were to disappear. 

Investigation, however, will probably show 
that for such ean apparent loss eompensa- 
tion would provide more than ample return, 
as in the case of the elimination of the horse- 
ear and the stagecoach. An immense amount 
of humbug ciutters up the mass of encomium 
heaped about tne horse. The reality of his 
beauty is problematical, to say the least, and 
must be wholly founded upon knowl. 
edge of his utilitarian qualities. The 
thoroughbred, like the greyhound, 
looks skinny and ugly enough 
to those who are unlearned in his achieve- 
ments, and to the ranning horse fancier, the 
trotter, with his clumsy head and big trunk, 
is the acme of ugliness. Gameness we as- 
cribe to him, forgetting that it is only an- 
other name for brute stubbornness we 
anathematize in the mule. Asfor his affec-

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REPORTS OF HOT WINDS IN THE 
NORTHWEST OAUSE OOVERING, 


St. Louls Continues to Talk of Wet Harvest 
Damage—Cables Were Generally Easy in 
Tone-A Large Decrease in the Visible 
Expected—Cash Corn Market Active and 
Strong—Local Professionals and the 
Country Join Issues in Selling Futures— 
South Water Street Markets. 


There was but little news in the wheat 
market to influence trade either way, but 
the crowd seemed inclihed to be bullish on 
moderate provocation. September wheat 
never sold below the closing price of Friday, 
70g, and touched 71%e before the end of the 
short session. Trade was light in volume, 
although business was scarcely 80 dull as 
Friday. There Was an advance soon after 
the opening to 71½, the strength being con- 
tributed in part by unfavorable crop news 
from the Northwest and from the Southwest 
and by figures compiled by a Toledo author- 
ity. The conclusions to be arrived at from 
these figures were by no means new, but the 
report had its effect. From the Southwest 
came talk of damage by wet harvest, which 
was given point by some buying for St. Louis 
account. The Northwest reported hot winds 
and high temperatures and wheat in condi- 
tion to be susceptible of damage. While the 
Northwestern reports are not particularly 
alarming the expression of opinion that the 
yield will be excellent is not so unanimous 
as it was some time ago. The disposition 
shown by a number of professionals to sell 
wheat short and the light outside specula- 
tive trade worked prices down, but there 
were several rallies on covering and on the 
last one of the day sellers asked 71½ . The 
cash trade is not of the kind that attracts 
much attention, but probably 25,000 bu of 
winter wheat were sold in small lots to out- 
side millers. At the close yesterday July 
wheat was nearer the September price by a 
fraction than the night before. Samples 
were in small supply. No grade sold at 64c, 
No. 4 red at 66c, No. 3 red at 64½% O7 e, No. 
2 red at orie, and No. 8 hard at 66@67c. 
Cables were easy and were supposed to re- 
flect a little improvement in foreign crop 
conditions. 

A private Liverpool cable said that the 
weather is favorable and settled. Spot 
wheat closed unchanged, while futures were 
off 4@%d. Antwerp showed no change, 
Paris was lower by 35@40 centimes on flour 
and by the equivalent of 1%c on wheat, while 
Berlin was off 1%@l\%e. Export clearances 
of wheat and flour were 250,000 bu, against 
182,000 bu received at primary points and 
337,000 bu shipped. The week’s exports were 
light at 2,007,000 bu. Argentine shipments 
for the week were 960,000 bu. Farmers’ de- 
liveries of wheat in Great Britain were 21,- 
900 quarters, against 29,200 quarters the 
previous week, with the average price re- 
duced 6d. Local receipts were 26 cars, 
against 49,000 bu inspected out of store. Re- 
ceipts at the two principal Northwestern 
markets were 195 cars, against 88 cars the 
corresponding day of last year and 285 the 
year before. Stocks at Duluth are expected 
to show a decrease Monday of 1,200,000 bu, 
and at Minneapolis of 350,000 bu. The visi- 
ble supply will probably show a net decrease 
of over a million bu. 

The corn market was a little irregular and 
conditions are conflicting. In the first place 
the cash corn market is in good shape. 
There were liberal sales for shipment and 
the price of cash corn worked up \c as com- 
pared with the popular future. Contract 
corn sold within %c of September price and 
ic premium was asked for No, 2 yellow. 
An early report placed export takings in New 
York at 10 loads. The spread between July 
and September Friday night was %c, but 
at the close yesterday it was but c. Local 
receipts were 284 cars, against 349,000 bu in- 
spected out of store, and 135 cars are ex- 
pected tomorrow. Exports were 208,000 bu, 
while receipts and shipments at primary 
points were 185,000 bu and 223,000 bu re- 
spectively. Argentina shipments of corn 
were moderate at 640,000 bu. There was con- 
siderable pressure to sell corn. Liberal of- 
ferings of September were credited to the 
country, as against cash purchases, and are 
taken as promising a more liberal move- 
ment of old corn. Short lines were put out 

freely, Cudahy mpg September corn 
opened without change from Friday’s close, 
declined %c to a low point at 44%c, and 
closed at e. On track and free on board

New Issue Will Be Preferred to the Extent 
of 6 Per Cent Dividends—Steck May at 
Any Time Be Exchanged for Common 
Stock—Call of 30 Per Cent of Universal 
Gas Subscriptions—Kansas City Street 
Railroad Situation—Financial Conditions 
and Transactions, 4 

The stockholders of the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated company yesterday voted to increase 
the capital of that company from $15,000,000 
to $20,000,000. The new issue of $15,000,000 
is to be preferred to the extent of 6 per cent 
dividends, although the dividends are not 
to be cumulative and the stock may at any 
time be converted into regular common 
stock, share for share. It is the intention to 
issue no more bonds. The company origi- 
nally had a capital of $19,000,000 common 
stock, and a mortgage was made authoriz- 
ing an issue of $15,000,000 5 per cent bonds. 
The Construction company was to get all 
the stock and bonds for building the road, 
and has already disposed of $10,000,000 of 
the bonds and given $2,500,000 of, the stock 
as a bonus. The Construction company 
therefore holds now $7,500,000 stock of the 
elevated company, and would under the 
original contract have recived $5,000,000 
more stock and $5,000,000 more bonds on the 
completion of the road. This remaining 
$5,000,000 of the bond issue will not be made 
under the new arrangement, the Construc- 
tion company taking preferred stock instead. 

There were but two or three stockholders 
present at the meeting yesterday outside of 
the officials of the company. No business 
whatever was transacted except the passing 
of the resolution authorizing the issue of 
$15,000,000 preferred stock. The vote showed 
136,555 shares out of the total of the 150,000 
shares present, and the vote in favor of the 
resolution was unanimous. The resolution 
was offered by Mr. Gurley, and he quoted 
from the statutes of Illinois and from vari- 
ous decisions to show the proposed action 
was entirely legal. The following is a copy 
of the resolution as unanimously passed: 

Whereas, It is necessary for the Metropoli- 
tan West Side Elevated railroad company 
to fund its indebtedness and to pay for con- 
structing, completing, improving, and main- 
taining its lines of railroad, and for those 
purposes to increase its capital stock by the 
issue of $15,000,000 of preferred stock; there- 
fore be it and it is hereby 

Resolved, That the capital stock of said 
the Metropolitan West Side Elevated rail- 
road company be increased from $15,000,000 
to $30,000,000 by issuing 815,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock divided into 150,000 Shares of 
the par value of $100 a share, which said 
preferred stock shall be issued with and sub- 
ject to the following preferences, privileges, 
and conditions, to-wit: 

First—The holders of said preferred stock 
shall have the same power to vote said stock 
as the holders of other stock of said rail- 
road company. 

Second—In the declaration and payment 
of dividends, said preferred stock shall, in 
each year, have the preference over other 
stock of said railroad company until there 
shall have been declared and paid on such 
preferred stock 6 per centum of the par 
value thereof, The extent of dividends pay- 
able on said preferred stock, in any one 
year, shall be limited to the entire net earn- 
ings of said railroad company in any year 
in which the net earnings shall not equal 
the 6 per centum of the said preferred stock. 

Third—In case of the dissolution of said 
railroad company or ot the division of its as- 
sets between its stockholders for any reason 
the holders of said preferred stock shall re- 
ceive the par value thereof out of the pro- 
ceeds of the estate of said railroad company 
before any distribution of said proceeds is 
made among the other stockholders of said 
company. 

Fourth—The said Metropolitan West Side 
Elevated railroad company shall not author- 
ize nor permit any mortgage or trust deed 
upon any of the real or personal property of 
said railroad company to be hereafter exe- 
cuted or delivered except by the consent of 
the owners of two-thirds in amount of the 
said preferred stock then actually outstand- 


ing. 
Fifth—Any holder of any preferred stock 
shall have the right at any time to surrender 


the same to the said the Metropolitan West 


Side Elevated railroad company and to re- 
ceive in exchange therefor the common stock 
of said railroad company share for share. 

A call has been made for 30 per cent of the 
stock subscription of the Universal Gas com- 
pany. The capital of the company is now 
$1,500,000, all of which is subscribed for. It 
was reduced to that figure a few days ago 
from $5,000,000. The 30 per cent call which 
is now made will place ,000 cash in the 
company’s treasury. Other calls will be 
made from time to time as the money is 
needed. After the $1,500,000 is fully paid up 
the directors have power to further increase 
the stock at will to $5,000,000, 

Chicago Gas continued to be the most ac- 
tive security on the New York list and there 
was an ample supply of gossip concerning it. 
The belief is gaining ground that the new in- 
terests which have been buying into Chicago 
Gas are close to the Hyde Park Mutual Fuel 
and Universal Gas party, and that matters 
are being shaped so there will be complete 
harmony between those three companies.

POOR JOE SKELLY, COMPOSER, DEAD, 


The Writer of Many Poptlar Songs Dies 
, 


in Poverty. 
Richmond (Va.) Times: Joseph P. Skelly, 
the well-known composer and song-writer, 


died a few days ago in a room attached to 


the charity ward of St. Francis’ Hospital on 
East Fifth street. When it was known that 
Skelly was dying the hospital gong was 
sounded. Two nurses hurried to the room 
and removed the furniture. A third nur e 
brought a table spread with a white cloth, 
upon which was a crucifix. 

Then came the priest and a solemn pro- 
cession of biack-robed Sisters of Charity,each 
of whom carried a lighted candle, The death- 
bed services were read by the priest, and the 
Sisters, kneeling upon the bare floor, chanted 
the prayers for the dying. us surrounded 
Skelly passed peacefully away. None of his 
relatives, and not even an intimate friend, 
was pregent. Skelly died a poor man and bis 
body was saved from potter’s field by his 
only relative, a sister who lives in New York. 
When she heard of the death she went to the 
hospital and made arrangements for the 
burial, The funeral was held Wednesday. 
There was only one mourner, Skeily’s sister. 

Joseph P. Skelly began writing 
he was 15 years oid, and before he had 
is twenty-first year his songs were 
sung in@ilmost every quarter of the land. 
One of his early successes was Only Been 
Down to the Club,“ published twenty years 
ago. The music was catchy and the minstrels 
made the song popular. 

Skelly sold the song for $15, and the pub- 
lisher made a fortune out of it. The author 
never regretted the transaction, for the pub- 
lisher advertised the song extensively, and 
thus served co introduce Skelly to the other 
publishers. Frederick Blume, tow dead, had 
a place then’ on the Bowery, and he senta 
note to Skelly asking him to submit a manu- 
script. Skelly replied that he would rather 
write a sentimental song. Biume told him 
to go ahead, and the result was Skelly’s most 
popular song., My Pretty Red „and 
the one made Dave Wamboid, the 
minstrel, famous, Blume sold half a million 
copies of the words and musio of the song 
and cleared over $50,000, All that Skelly 
got out of it was $200, 

After writing hulf a hundred songs that 
met with little success Skelly produced what 
be called his masterpiece, *‘ The Old Rustic 
Bridge by the Mill,” published in 1881. His 
next venture was musical score for a 
comic opera, but this proved a failure. Up 
to this time Skeily had been getting along 
fairly-well. The death of his mother now 
caused a change in him. He would sit 
for hours in the back room of a saloon 
lamenting his mother’s death and drowning 
his sorrow in strong drink, It was after he 
had taken to drink that he wrote the music of 
“Sweet Dreams of Mother and Home, 
Finally, Henry J. Wehman of Park row en- 
tered into an agreement with Skelly by which 
he was to publish exclusively all of his cotn- 
positions. But Skelly failed to keep the 
agreement, and he was continually looking 
for ready cash, When he got it he never 

-stopped drinking until it was gone, 

One day he came into Wehman’s place, say- 
ing that he needed money very badly. “I'll 
sit down here at that piano,’’ said he, “and 
I'll compose a new song. I feel it co 
Quick, get me some paper. It wiil be 
most sentimental song lever wrote, and I 
know it will be a hit.“ 

Then he commenced fingering the piano 
keys nervously, all the time hummmg words 
fan undertone, Rising, he walked up to the 
d@sk and wrote The Dying Giri’e Message,’’ 

He wrote out the notes on a piece of wrappi 
paper and then placed the words beneat 
them. The beauty of the song, its catchiness, 
and the off-hand manner in which it was writ- 
ten completely captivated the publisher, who 
exclaimed, as he handed Skelly a check: 

** Are you sure this is original?” 

Skelly answered: It it isn’t I'll eat that 
check; but as it is I“ drink it.” Thea be 
went away to get his cheek cashed ina 
Bowery bar-room,

with a bottle of whisky on a table beside him.

M. d’Aisy put all his reserved energy in a final spurt, his stilts fairly flew, but alas, in the critical 
moment his feet diss ol ved partnership, so to speak, and he sat down with a fervor that must have made him extremely solicitous for the 
heavier end of his anatomy. Such was the first meet of the “ stilting’’ club of Bordeaux. , 

A regular race was afterwards arranged from Bordeaux to Biarritz. In this race there was not less than ninety-one entries, and the start 
was made from Hotel Gironde at 8 o'clock in the morning. A bugle corps and an enormous crowd of spectators were presems to see this novel 
procession start. A large number of bicyclists formed the advance guard of the stiltmg corps and acted as timekeepers during the run. The 
first prize was taken by Mr. Deygard, who came in four hours ahead of all competitors, having covered a distance of 315 miles in four day 8 
and eight hours, which if one allows for time of rest—which is not mentioned in time given—is a very fair record indeed, especially when it * 
considered in the light of an experiment.

From advance sheets of Sir Edwin Arnold's 
latest volume of poetry which is about to be 
put on the market by the Longmans it ap- 
pears that its title is The Tenth Muse,“ 
which is a sort of verification of the newspaper 
press. The tenth muse is no other than 
Ephemera. The volume is dedicated to the 
Duchess of York and contains besides The 
Tenth Muse' some lines written in the birthday 
book of Duchess of York, some lines on Crathie 
Church, penned at the desire of the Prin, 
cess Beatrice, and similar occasional verses, 
The remainder of the book ig principally oc- 
cupied with translations from the Persian 
and the Japanese. The best of the Japanese

Once again the persistent question is be- 


fore the press and I have a fancy to ex- 
amine it. 


Many are for the negative. First, the 
sharp ones who aspire to run with the hare 
and hold with the hounds. Then the solemn 
ones, who regard themselves as oracles and 
believe the slightest phrases falling from 
their lips are words of the gospel. 

To the one and to the other class the ad- 
vertisement offered by the interview is not, 
however, beyond measure displeasing; but 
they are annoyed by the abruptness of the 
interrogatory. The prudent fear to make a 
slip, and the prophets are weary of improv- 
isation. For we have no longer any but 
false prophets, without the sacred frenzy, 
sybils not very solid on the tripod. At Del- 
phos the priestess fasted for three days, 
eating only bay leaves, and we know the 
fasting of Ezekiel. In our days we prophesy 
more complacently at dessert in the exhila- 
ration of champagne; if I may be pardoned 


the allusion, the Pythoness comes eating 
and drinking. 


But for obliging men who are not, withal, 
Strongly persuaded that their insignificant 
talk is destined to be handed down to future 
ages, the interview has not the same objec- 
tions. For my own part I have always 
given myself up to it quite submissively, and 
I have never had occasion to regret it. 

On the contrary, on two or three occasions 
of my literary life—a resignation given a lit- 
tle nervously, a piece forbidden by the cen- 
sor—I have needed to defend my course, and 
the interview has been exceedingly useful. 
At such times I have told my story clearly 
and fairly to the young men armed with 
pencils and note books whom the journals 
sent to me, and they reproduced my explana- 
tions with a very sufficient exactness, and 
by giving them prompt publicity cut short 
ill-natured interpretations and perfidious at- 
tacks. I was then, therefore, and I continue 
to be thankful to the reporters. 

Ah! my friends, let us not say too many 
hard things of the press. I know, like you, 
all its turpitude; but we can no longer do 
without it. It is as indispensable to modern 
life as gas and railroads are, in spite of ex- 
plosions and derailments. 

Another motive besides gratitude makes

an interview which will enable them pres- 
ently to draw on the cash box of the journal? 
Some take their notes badly or are deficient 
in memory. They perhaps distort your con- 
versation a little: A great misfortune! Be- 
cause some one attributes to you a few 
mediocre thoughts and a few incorrect 
phrases, my great man, will you have the 
bad taste to get angry? It is, after all, only 
a question of a few words in theair. And. 
then, Look within thyself, Octavius,” and 
think of all the questionable things thou hast 
not only said but written on paper, signed 
with thy name, and sent without shame to 
the printers. Reassure yourselves, il- 
lustrious contemporaries. For a tri re

Se oe one that the accident in question is 
rare enough. Without possessing absolute- 
ly all the merits of the nymph Echo and of 
the phonograph, and even though their

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side while smoking a few cigarets afforded 
real pleasure. 
: I distrust a little, moreover, the sincerity 
of the rectifications which often appear after 
an interview. I always suspect in them a 
gentleman who has had too long a tongue 
which has run away with him, and who 
would like to take back what he has said. 
However, I admit that the personnel of the 
press includes some errand boys sufficiently 
nnoying. 
. Not — since a fashionable sheet sent to 
me one of its reporters to have me refute 
some “indiscretions” regarding my drama, 
“Pour la Couronne,” which the directors of 
the Odéon intended to produce the next win- 
ter. He was a very pleasing young man, 
well bred, differential, extremely well 
dressed, with hair curled with an iron. But 
at the end of five minutes,.as he inquired at 
what epoch and in what historical setting 
the action of my piece took place, I saw that 
I revealed to my pleasant fellow-craftsman 
the existence of the Eastern Empire whose 
history had, nevertheless, the respectable 
duration of eleven centuries, and that the 
news of the taking of Constantinople by the 
Turks in 1453—an event which till then 
not thought absolutely unknown—caused 
this young littérateur extreme surprise. 
Such are thy benefits, O gratuitous and 
obligatery instruction! Protesaors, behold 
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which the fate of the ship and its crew might 
depend. What an interview! Perspira- 
tion stood on my forehead. For, wishing to 
be obliging, I had responded in spite of ob- 
stacles, in infantine phrases, with a little ex- 
planatory pantomime, and I seemed to my- 
self like a seal that says papa and can 
count ten on the ledge of its tank with its 
paw. 

The American wished to know my process 
of working, and on that score, at least, I was 
able to satisfy him by showing him pen and 
paper, He desired my portrait enriched 
with my autograph, and once more I grati- 
fied his wish by offéring him a photograph 
so rejuvenated and retouched that in it I re- 
semble, being a smooth-shaven man, all the 
actors and even all the actrgsses—Paulus or 
Leonidas Leblanc, as you like. 

But when this exacting man tried to make 
me pass an oral examination on the most 
difficult subjects—on Zola, the Anarchists, 
etc.—it was terrible. He constantly shout- 
ing like the Captain ofa ship in distress; I 
uttering vague sounds and striving for a 
wording within the comprehension of a 
child in arms—* Zola very powerful, An- 
archists not easy to deal with, Academy, 
Salon——”’ 

To finish, the giant asked for a few details 
of my private life, particularly how many 
letters a day I received. I replied, About 
twenty; half to ask for money.“ Then the 
citizen of free America took leave of me, 
appearing delighted, and giving me a for- 
midable shake of the hand from which I 
suffer still. 


ing, to this fine Yankee. Come so far to 
question me, he most certainly, however, 
had not read a single line of my works, 
since he stammered with difficulty a few 
words of French. Never have I better com- 
prehended than by his visit to what a degree 
literary celebrity is like the rest, vanity and 
vexation of spirit. So there is yet another 
advantage in the interview; it teaches its 
victim a lesson in modesty. 

Be then hospitable to the reporters. One 
tells them, after all, only what he really 
cares to tell; and, up to the present, they 
have had the delicacy not to exact from us 
the recital of our suecess with the fair. 
Besides, nothing prevents our giving them 
dictation, so they may write in their note 
books or on their cuffs words worthy of pos- 
terity. The conversations of Goethe and 
Eckermann are, after all, only a long inter- 
view; and Las Cases performed the office of 
a reporter when he collected the talks of 
the Emperor at St. Helena.

Here is what 
the Bishop said: 

one gets sick and tired of the way in which 
the talk of woman's vocation fills the air, not 
merely in the wild vagaries of its blatant assump- 
tions but in the parade and push of its claims for 

tion of what is called its rights. I believe 

that will yet save this State and Nation from 
the aggravated miseries of an enlarged, unqualified 
suffrage, which, in its universality of male voters, 
is our most threatening danger today. But if we 
are td be visited with this other infliction as a 
well-earned punishment for many national sins, 
then I believe that when we have tasted its bitter- 
ness we shall be brought back, perhaps through 
anarchy and revolution, to democracy, which shall 
demand for existence government by men whom 
education and actual Americanism qualify to gov- 
ern. The man who is set in public place today to 
tra in some of the women of America for their vo- 
cation may not in times like these withhold his 
voice of warning against the dangers and delu- 
sions of the hour.“ 

Other divines outside of Chicago have been 
equally severe in their denunciations of the woman 

| idea. The question of women taking an 
active part in the administration of church affairs 
along with their brother members—holding offices 
in the church such as directors, trustees, deacons 
for . deaconesses), etc.—has been frequently 
brought up at diocesan conventions and other con- 
ferences of the churches throughout the country, 
and has generally been decided in the negative 

These setbacks given to churchgoing women 
with wuffrage ideas have created a stir among 
them and a wish to know what the views of the 
churches and clergy were upon the matter. The 
Tribune presents herewith some views from Chi- 
cage preachers. They are as a rule in favor of 
woman suffrage, though some express the opinion 
that property or intellectual qualifications should 
be-exacted before the right of ballot should be ex- 
tended to women. However, from the views of 
Chicago ministers the new woman need have no 
fear that she will receive any serious rebukes 
from the pulpits of this city, as the following will 
prove: 


REll. d. A. BARROWS, 


First Presvyterian Church. 


W are not chosen as elders or trustees of 
the ret Presbyterian Church. I think there 
would be no objection whatever to the election of 
women as deaconesses. In regard to the question 
of suffrage, let me say that 1 believe the crying 
need of our cbuntry is not the enlargement but 
the restriction of suffrage. In the first place 
there should be an educational qualification strict- 
applied. Then there should also be a small 
property qualification requiring that the holder 
of the elective franchise should have direct pron- 
érty interest in the maintenance of order and good 
government. Then there should be an amendment 
of the law in regard to the enfranthisement of for- 
ers. They should not be naturalized and in- 
trusted with the suffrage until they have lived long 
nous in _Ametica to become Americanized. The 
time shold be exténded to at least ten years. 
Very many of our evils come from ignorant and 
corrupt foreign suffrage. Then there should be a 


law compelling voters to vote. It is a shame that 
thousands of the most intelligent citizens, and 
those directly interested in good government, do 
not exercise regularly the elective franchise. 
When these preliminary steps have been taken I 
shall be ready for woman's suffrage. I am not 
averse to it now in all municipal matters. I 
thoroughly approve of Dr. Joseph Cook's motto, 
No simpletons, no shirks, no sex in suffrage,"’ 
provided that this order is maintained.

If it ever became certain that the majority of 
good women wish to vote I have no objections to 
their having such right extended to them. Inas- 
much as “manhood suffrage’ has proven such a 
failure in the government of our great cities it 
‘would seem, however, as if safety lay in restrict- 
ing. rather than in enlarging the number of those 
having the right to vote. Introduce a proper 
qualification and I should be glad to see both men 
and women voting. It should be a question of 
property rather than of sex. As to the matter of 
electing women as vestrymen, etc., in churches 
I do not know what the members of my congrega- 
tion would think about it. Our diocesan conven- 
tion has decided the question in the negative. 
Some other dioceses permit women to serve as 
vestrymen. There can be no doubt but that 
Bishops should have power to appoint women on 
the managing committees of missions; and for the 
fame reason it might be well to have women 
eligible as vestrymen, so that in small parishes 
where men of substance are scarce the women 
who contribute and raise the funds should have 
the administration of them.

panacea for every ulcer, upon the body politic. 
It is a question whether there would be much ap- 
preciable change in the final result F woman were 
given a vote at the polls. Would the better ele- 
ment avail itself of the privilege or would the 
worse element come to the surface? These same 
conundrums. present themselves so far as woman's 
influence in politics is concerned. Even if there 
should be A gain in thé administration of public 
affairs it might be more than counterbalanced by 
loss in home influence. Personally I believe wom- 
an has an inherent right to vote, and right never 
wrongs any one, Although not sanguine as to any 
great benefits, vet I would not be fearful as to any 
evil consequences. Theoretically the M. E. Church 
permits women to hold office in the locaborganiza- 
tion and then inconsistently seeks to exclude her 
from the great legislative body known as the 
General Conference’ This body makes all laws 
for the church, meets every four years, and is 
made up of clergy and laity. Hitherto the term 
lay member” had been interpreted by the 
book of discipline to Inchide men and/wemen, but 
when some women were clected as alternate dele- 
gates and the eanference had to face the issue 
then a lay member meant a wysman and nota 
lay-woman. Undoubtedly there are some women 
whose tastes and abilities and circumstances in 
life render them eminently fitted to take an active 
part in the science and art of government. It is 
especially appropriate that such interest them- 
pelves in edtication, reform, and such norpartisan 
and patriotic movements as that of the Civic 
Federation.

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i am a firm believer in the new woman—bicycle, 
bloomers, and all. Her dress is a distinct physio- 
logical gain. The old gown is a reminiscence of 
antiquated in-door habits, when Greek draperies 
were the appropriate expression of social customs. 
As the new woman leads an out-of-door life her 
garments should correspond to the new conditions. 
The effrontery of man in prescribing (and proscrib- 
ing) woman's sphere cools the hot weather. The 
test of sphere is success. What God enables wom- 
an to do, and does not prohibit, he must have meant 
her to do, since he forbids us to wrap up out tal 
ents in a napkin. Can woman sing? Then she 
eucht to sing. Can she act? Then she ought to 
act. Can she speak? Then she ought to speak. 
Can she vote? Then she ought to vote. She rep- 
resents the conscience side of life. This element is 
specially needed in politics today. Those Cincin- 
nati women who fell to and cleaned up a dirty 
avenue recently are a type of the sort of municipal 
house-cleaning women should undertake in all the 
cities. Is Woman like man? Then she is as fit as 
he is te choose her sphere for herself. Is she differ- 
ent from man? Then she should express and inter- 
pret herself,. since, in the nature of the case, he 
cannot do these things for her; should give us the 
ideas of art, literature, and morals; and demand 
und enact laws suitable to her own views and inter- 
eats. God bases government on the whole race. 
How fooligh to ignore one-half, and the best half, 
of it! In the immortal Declaration Jefferson, as 
the mouthpiece of the new and free America, ex- 
claimed: We hold these truths to be self-evident, 


that all men are endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights, among which are life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. Then, rec- 
ognizing t rights are only privileges unless they 
are provided with adequate défense, our fathers 
put the ballot in the hands of every male citizen. 
They deliberately adopted manhood suffrage as 
the palladium of liberty. They declared that no 
man and no class of men were to be left dependent 
upon any other man or class of men, but that each 
should be armed for self-defense. This is the 
American doctrine. But is not woman also ‘‘enti- 
tied to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness? 
Who denies it? Why, then, should she depend 
upon another rather than on herself for the defense 
of her Ged-given rights? 

The truth is that woman was excluded from the 
franchise in obedience to inherited prejudices, 
The pagan conception was that she was a mere ad- 
junct of man. She was looked upon as either mar- 
ried or to be married. In either case she was nupta 
—that is, veiled. In marriage she was termed cov- 
ert-—absorbed in her husband. The two were one, 
and he was the one. Medieval and modern law 
borrowed this conception from paganism. The new 
woman, with her enlarged horizon and freer hab- 
its, is naturally disgusted by this overweening 
male assumption and presumption. She insist, 
that the head of the woman is not the man, but is 
the head on her own shoulders, And she announces 
her intention to voice her own mind and safeguard 
her own interests. Realizing that the whole legts- 
lation of the historic period is a ghastly commen- 
tary upon man’s inability to do for woman without 
also ‘‘doing’’ her, she demands the political weapon 
of self-defense which he holds—the ballot. This 
will prove an open sesame.“ In all the depart- 
ments of public life we are henceforth to wel- 
come women to comradeship, and cry with the old 
French courtiers, ‘‘Place aux dames!’’

He had 
never had an, money, and so his wife's modefate 
capital seemed to him an inexhaustible treasure. 
Young and vigorous, he had to occupy his time in 
some Way, and being quite illiterate, he soon ac- 
quired vicious habits.

Having 
squandered her money, he brutally ill-treated his 
wife, and when the last gulden had disappeared 
the wretched woman was forced to work for his 
support.

Here are a few practical hints in matters of 
dress.

Since feathers ha ve only been worn upright 
in the form of aigrettes not a singie feather 
from the lopophore, that beautiful bird whose 
plumage was formerly worth 125 francs, is 
used; today its feathers would scarcely fetch 
10 francs. The same may be said of bird 
of paradise family, the feathers of which have 
fallen from 200 francs to 50 franes. 

Black and white are certainly in fashion, 
but in stripes and pekins and not in checks. 
White pique is worn for young girls’ mourn- 
ing and even for a young married woman 
when the mourning is not deep. : 

The white pique used for mourning should 
be trimmed with black. Black mousseline de 
soie frilled very fine should be used to trim 
the neck, flaps, and wrists, and produces a 
very pretty effect.

WAS A HISTORIC GAME OF POKER, 


Eighteen Thousand Dollars on the Table, 
but a Misdeal Occurred. 

The recent crusade against the gamblers, 
and particularly the poker players, lends in- 
terest to this true story, the details of which 
are known to many of the older citizens of 
Atlanta. In 1873, while S. B. Spencer 
was Mayor, a movement wads started 
in New York to erect several large 
cotton mills near this city. It afterward 
came to naught, but while negotiations were 
pending a Mr. Coleman and Mayor West, 
two Gotham capitaliets, came down to look 
over the ground. Both were men of large 
means, Mr. Coleman particulariy so, and 
both were bon vivants of an accomplished 
type; high livers, high rollers, and disposed 
to extract all the fun possible out of life. 

Among the local people interested in the 
cotton mill scheme was a gentleman who is 
now high in banking circles, a large real- 
estate owner, and a well-known capitalist. 
For the sake of convenience we will call them 
Smith. Jones, and Brown, 

Mr. Coleman and Maj. West put up at the 
Kimball House, which was then only two or 
three years old, and one evening near the 
close of their visit sat with the Atlanta trio 
already mentioned, in the Majur’s room. 
Everything in the way of business 
had been settled, and, as time 
was hanging rather heavily on their 
hands, Mr. Coleman proposed a friendly game 
of poker. Mr. Brown pleaded ignorance of 
the game, but finaliy agreed to join, and cards 
and chips were sent for. 

It was good old-fashioned poker, every fel- 
low for himself, and began with 25-cent ante, 
$5 limit. This sounds barmless, but, as every 
poker-player knows, it is really a pretty stiff 
game. However, the times were flush acd 
money was no particular object to any of the 
party. Maj. West acted as banker and also 
instructed Brown in the mysteries of the 
game. For at least a couple of hours the 
hands ran small and luck, see-sa-ing back 
and forth, left nobody either winner or loser 
to any great amount. 

One of those who sat at the table, from 
whom, indirectly, this story came, remem- 
bers that at this juncture things began to 
grow more exciting. Brown nad learned 
de the hang of the thing, and with the pro- 
verbial good fortune of a novice began to 
win almost every pot. The players became 
absorbed, the limit was taken off by common 
edneent and the ante was raised to $1, then 
$2, and finally $5. At about 1 o’clock Brown 
was something like $2,000 ahead, with Cole- 
man and Smith the heaviest losers. 

It was shortly after this that the episode oc- 
curred which made the game remembered as 
probably the most remarkable ever played at 
Atianta. It was Smith’s deal, and as soon as 
the betting began, it became evident that 
some pretty big hands were t. Brown 
raised the ante and Maj. West came back with 
$500 more. One of the players, which, it is 
not now remembered, staid in, but when 
Brown sawthe raise and added $500 he 
dropped out and left the-battle to the pair. 

When cards were called for Brown drew 
one, and, much to everybody’s surprise, the 
Major asked fortwo. It afterwards turned 
out that he thought he had four tens, but one 
proved to be a nine, a discovery which he did 
not make until after the ante. 

By a miraculous piece of good luck he 
caught another ten in the draw. Brown had 
four kings to go in on, and began the betting 
with some small amount—$5 or $10. West 
promptly raised him $500 better. The bet- 
ting went on by these jumps until $18,000 
was on the table. A great many stories have 
been written about big poker games, but 
most of them are purely fanciful. This was 
probably the largest amount ever wage ed on 
a single hand in Atlanta, if not in 
Georgia. When the pot reached this 
sum West called, and by consent the 
separate checks which had been ‘used were 
taken up and single checks substituted. The 
hands were then shown down. 

West took his defeat philosophically, but 
just as the other was gathering in his win- 
nings the discovery was made that he hud six 
cards. Two, it seemed, were stuck together, 
and evidently nobody wasto blame. A long 
argument followed, and ended by the hands 
and checks being put in envelopes and both 
parties agreeing to leave it toa mutual friend 
as referee, A couple of days later the stakes 
were returned all around.

A Telescope Through Which the Visitors 
to the Exposition of 1900 Will Travel 
and Take in the Moon and Planets on 
the Way—Landings to Be Made En 
Route rhen a Descent Will Be Made 
to the Bottom of the Sea=Pilgrims Will 
Also Get a Glimpse of Hades. 

HE Féron-Mége Telescope,“ as it is 
termed, is one of the projected 
unique attractions of the Paris Ex- 
position of 1900. In it, through 
mechanical appliances and scénic 
effects, visitors will be projected in 

a balloon through space, and subsequently 

in a boat to the depths of the ocean and the 

center of the earth. The building proper, as 
planned by the two originators, French ar- 
chitects from which it takes its name, will 
cover a space of 400 square feet; will be 
about eight stories high, and built of marble. 

From this stone foundation there will rise a 

column of tube 505 feet high, making the 

total height 700 feet. A company has been 
formed with sufficient capital to secure the 
scheme. 

In the ascent the balloon passes near to 
the principal planets to allow the voyager 
to discern details. Daylight disappears 
for the moment. Clouds will be traveled 
through and by mechanical and electrical 
combinations varied effects will be secured, 
The final point in the upward flight will be 
the moon, upon which a landing will be 
made. The downward flight is purposed to 
be made more rapidly and without pause 
until the globe is reached. At this point the 
balloon is left and the car plunges into the 
water. Here through a series of sea aqua- 
rium arrangements containing living fish 
and plants, the wonders of the deep will be 
shown. Submarine boats will float in the 
waters and wrecks will form part of the 
picture in this mimic sea, which will be 
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illuminated with constantly changing elec- 
trical effects. This part of the work is an- 
nounced as undertaken in accord with de- 
scriptions by Verne and Flammarion. 

The car is purposed to hold 100 people and 
is divided diametrically into two parts. Ar- 
rived at the top of its ascension, it will de- 
scribe a semi-cirele on its own axis, and 
enable the spectators to see going down what 
the others saw going up. 

The second part of the “‘ telescope ”’ is ar- 
ranged to contain the wonders of nature, 
discoveries of the century, inventions, and 
explorations. 

Part 3 will show, through panoramie 
means, and again with electrical illumina- 
tions, the most interesting countries and 
cities of the globe. In each will be figured 
its inhabitants. By an arrangement of plat- 
forms products of each country may be pur- 
chased of natives appropriately costumed. It 
is aimed not alone to give visual opportunity, 
but opportunity to enjoy the sensations of 
travel under certain conditions and within 
the limit of the “ telescope.” At the top of 
the tube the air, mechanically exhausted, 
will give the travelers an opportunity to 
experience for a brief moment the sufferings 
which genuine aeronauts must undergo. 
On the downward way the balloon will be 
gradually slower in descent prior to the 
plunge into the water, and as the depths of 
the sea are reached darkness follows the 
light of the artificial sun illuminating the 
earlier voyage. 

From the bottom of the sea, and when the 
car enters a veritable hole in the ground, the 
air of the subterranean journey will be made 
to bear out the heavy dampness and oppres- 
sion consequent on such conditions. For 
the last of these series of impressions has 
been reserved, perhaps not inappropriately, 
intense heat. That is held for the moment 
when the car reaches the supposed center of 
the earth. Looking over the side of the car 
there appears, to bear out quite completely 
the impression, a glowing lake of fire. 
When this last of the sensations is consid- 
ered sufficiently impressed, both as regards 
future benefit and present enjoyment, the 
car returns to the surface of the sea. On 
the way there is again passed,in reaching the 
water, reproductions of different branches 
of mining. 

The concentric parts, 2 and 8, constitute 
really one, and are divided from each other 
by a Space of 46 feet and joined by fixed 
boards running in spiral around them to a 
height of 164 feet, and placed vertically at 
38 feet apart. Two superposed platforms, 
one movable, the other fixed, revolve parallel 
to the planks. 

The system of locomotion established is 
by means of cables. The ascent is made in 
view of the panoramas contained in the first 
part, then passing over at the top the de-

in all the arts and sciences one may 

fittingly think for a moment through 

what effort and difficulties these op- 
portunities have come. The higher educa- 
tional privileges accorded to girls are still 
so recently granted that while her father 
and brothers may rejoice in her honors she 
may, if she is well up in her history, as of 
course she is, recall the assertion of a father 
of daughters in the early part of the present 
century, that “all a girl needs to know is 
how much she will have to spin in order to 
buy a peck of potatoes in case she is left a 
widow.” She may, when carrying off the 
honors in mathematics, remember that 
brother who declared in reply to his sister’s 
appeal for assistance in solving the myster- 
ies of interest, which she was secretly stud- 
ying, that he was “ ashamed of a girl who 
wants to study interest.“ 

And yet almost as soon as the colonists had 
set foot on a forbidding coast they began a 
movement toward the education of youth— 
a movement earnest and untiring in the face 
of poverty and peril. i 

In 1642 the General Court of Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony charged itself with “ tak- 
ing account from time to time of all parents 
and masters concerning the calling and em- 
ployment of their children, especially 
of their ability to read and under- 
stand the principles of religion and the cap- 
ital laws of the country.“ As early as 1636 
the court agreed “to give £400 toward a 
school or college,” to which, in 1638, John 
Harvard left by will half his property and 
his library. In 1685 Boston voted to call 
a schoolmaster, one Philemon Purmont. 
Salem established a grammar school in 1636, 
Within twenty years after the landing of the 
pilgrim fathers at Plymouth the foundations 
of the free school system were laid. Pro- 
vision was made for the children of the poor, 
and in Boston at least children of the Indian 
were freely taught. But in the provision for 
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free schools,“ schools for the people,” , 


and “youth” it is not to be understood that 
girls were admitted. It wasata period long 
subsequent to this, so history records, that 


girls were given the privileges of the free 


school, and even then under great restric- 
tions and usually under great opposition. 

The first opportunities for learning open to 
girls in the colonies ‘were the dame 
schools.” These were conducted by some 
woman who taught little children their let- 
ters from the famous New England Primer. 
They were also taught the shorter cate- 
chism and “manners.” Great stress was 
laid upon good manners and proper decency 
of behavior.” It is said that these first 
teachers of female children in the country 
were sometimes town charges who paid for 
their keep' in this way. Since the educa- 
tion of girls was of the smallest importance 
anyway the cheapest was the best in the 
minds of our frugal forefathers. Some- 
times two dames alternated in the occupa- 
tion. In the town records of Woburn for 
1635 it is written: “Joseph Wright's wife 
and Allen Converse’s wife were able to di- 
vide between them £0 10s Od for a years 
work.”’ 

In the old Cambridge. graveyard it is re- 
corded of Mrs. Murray, who died in 1707, 
aged 62 years: 

This good school dame 

No longer school must keep, 
Which gives no cause 

For children’s sake to weep. 

Miss Hetty Higginson was famous as an 
instructor about 1782. It is said of her that 
she was “a woman of much refinement, 
kind feeling, and sound sense.“ 

But after a girl could read her catechism 
there was difficulty in restraininig her from 
reading other books more enlivening and 
agreeable, and after she could do her sums 
in long divikion why should she not go on to 
fractions? 

It was in obedience to the inevitable that 
by the close of the eighteenth century New 


England had made some slight provision’ 
for the education of its girls. In 1789 they | 


were permitted to attend the free schools of 
Boston from, April 20 to Oct. 20. It was in 
this year that the expression Master and 
Mistress” first made recognition of women 
as teachers. Previous to that time women 
so employed could not legally collect their 
wages: Something less than half a century

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First Sparrows in Chicago. 
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‘The song of the sparrow has been heard by the 
writer for twenty-two years, but has never been 
annoyed by it. The first sparrows brought to Chi- 
ago by the late I. N. Arnold found shelter and 
feod in a lot, then without houses, where we kept 
chickens and where our native song birds came in 
great numbers. Bluebirds, brown thrushes, ca- 
maries, robins, ground birds, all kinds of wood- 
peckers, Northern mockingbirds, redbirds, and 
many hummingbirds. The sparrovs did not molest 
or make them afraid. I have counted twenty-three 
different species of birds in our yard at one time, 
bathing in a little pool we kept fresh for them and 
our chickens. But those days are past. Instead 
of native songbirds, we see slings and guns crip- 
pling and killing the few stray birds that chance to 
come this way.. The sparrows have cleaned out 
ihe mch worms and spiders. They are great hunt- 
ers, and prefer bugs to grain, but hunger forces 
them te eat almost:anything. We feed them in 
winter use they suffer from cold and hunger, 

and in summer because they find little for their 
young. That there are too many sparrows 1 
Aon 't doubt. If they must be thinned off, why can 
it not be done humanely —the Humane Society 
in winter couldyemploy one man to set traps and 
eatch many birds—instead of offering a bounty of 
two cents per head? The sparrow was none tov 
mean for Christ to mention. Are not two spar- 
rows sold for a farthing? And one of them shall 
not fall to the ground without your Father.’

The most effective way of clearing out sparows 
I have found is by using a small safety rin 
known as the ‘‘ Quackenbush —using a 22-shot 
(not bullet) cartridge. The firing report is no 
louder than the explosion of a cap. This gun in 
the hands of an intelligent person will do gZood 
work at a fifty-foot range if fairly well pointed. 
The black neck, or male sparrow, is always the 
notsy one; and though the whole family should be 
wiped out it is usually best to attend to him first. 
I have practically ridden my premises of this pest, 
though he is very persistent, and whenever he re- 
iurns the work of the shot cartridge always causes 
him to ** vacate.’

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AUL POTTER frankly says tha 
playwriting is a trade, not an art; 
dependent upon skill, not inspira- 
tion. The matter of the admission 
is not novel, though the admission 

’ is. The great playwrights have all 
been carpenters. Some of them have been 
poets also, bit if they had been poets only 
they would not have succeeded in the thea- 
ter. The greatest poet of them all, Shaks- 
peare, was likewise the cunningest artificer. 
liis dramas contain not only the sublimest 
thoughts but also the most effective“ sifua- 
Mons. The differ@nce between him and 
Sardou. as playwrights merely, is a differ- 
ence not of quality, but of degree. If 
Shakspeare had not adorned his intellectual 

- edifices with brilliant and beautiful con- 
ceits and his characters had all spoken 
plain, homely prose, his plays would stin 
have held the stage, though they might 
never have been studied in the library. 

Mr. Potter is perfectly right. See how he 
has constructed the very successful play, 
“ Trüby.“ His object was first to obtain 
the attention of the audience and then to 
cite its interest and its sympathy. To ob- 
tain its attention it was necessary to ex- 
hibit characters possessed of immediately 
striking qualities and placed in a striking 
situation. All this was ready to his hand. 
The task had already been performed for 
him by George Du Maurier, the author of the 
novel. Trilby, the beautiful young girl 
without moral sense; Svengali, the repulsive 

musician, determined to conquer the loath- 
ing felt for him by Trilby, to prevent the 
happiness she might have had in her love, 
to defeat the design and hope of her lover; 
and able, by. means of a half-understood 
but wholly feared and more than wholly 
credited and therefore mysterious and aw- 
ful power, to satisfy his determination; 
Little Billee,the personification of youth with 
All its unselfishness, its generosity, its blind 
Hopefulness, and the sorrows these qualities 
are sure to draw down upon themselves; 
Taffy and the Laird and Mme. Vinard, the 
three dull-witted but.well-meaning friends, 
who, like the sylphs with which Pope sur- 
rounded Belinda, are useful to the lovers in 
time of peace, but in time of trouble are im- 
potent against Svengali and his attendant 
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the roles of Trilby and Mme. Sans-Gene are 
given, and whom reports praise for her ef- 
ferts with the two characterizations. Miss 
Summerville appears to have agreeably sur- 
prised the public in the matter of her im- 
proved physical appearance, for when last 
importantly seen it was as the Merry Little 
Mountain Maid in Adonis,“ wherein avoir- 
dupoia was an advantage rather than a dis- 
advantage.

The University of Michigan has been suc- 
ceeded by Yale Untversity in the establish- 
ment of a department of music. The result 
of the first year’s, work in the latter insti- 
tution was recently and favora demon- 
strated. Horatio W. Parker, the young 
American composer appointed as professor 
is favorably known in Chicago thro his 
Hora Novissima,“ sung by the Apollo club 
two years ago. The work was received, 
both in this country and abroad, with un- 
usual distinction. The most recent musical 
work undertaken by Mr. Parker was the 
setting of the Tale commencement ede of 
this year, written by Edmund Clarence 
Stedman. In this work Mr. Parker is men- 
tioned as having handled the subject with 
superior interpretive powers. A sketch of 
the new Yale Professor of Music contains 
the following points: 

Horatio William Parker comes of a fam- 
ily that has been American on both sides for 
over 200 years. He was born in Auburn- 
dale, Mass., Sept. 15, 1868, and studied music 
first with his mother, then in Boston with 
Stephen A. Emery and George W. Chad- 
wick, finally at the Munich University, 
whither he went in 1882. Returned to 
America, he was for a time organist in Gar- 
den City; Long Island, and Holy Trinity 
Church, at Forty-second street and Madison 
avenue, The latter post he left to become 
organist and choirmgster at Trinity Church, 
Boston.’ He still holds this position, though 
he removed his domicile to New Haven 
shortly after his appointment as professor 
at Yale. The Commencement Ode is his 
forty-second numbered work. Among his 
other compositions are a symphony, three 
concert overtures, an oratorio, two canta- 
tas, a scherzo for orchestra, a string quar- 
tet, a suite for pianoforte, violin, and violon- 
cello, and several choruses for men’s and 
mixed voices. His most successful work 
thus far has been the cantata, ‘‘ Hora No- 
vissima, brought out here two years ago 
by the Church Choral Society, and since 
performed in Chicago, Cincinnati, Boston, 
Albany, and other places..

SEA BATHING FOR THE HEALTH, 


The Custom Had Its Origin More than 
Two Hundred Years Ago. 

The season when the seaside will be the re- 
sort of most who are not absolutely indigent 
is within measurable distance. It is inter- 
esting to note in this connection that sea bath- 
ing had its origin in England before 1750, 
when Dr. Richard Russell published his 
treatise on the virtues of sea water, The 
healing virtues of the sea bath were not un- 
derstood, nor was the practice of sea bathing 
generally resorted to. There seems to have 
existed a horror of the sea; indeed, in me- 
dieval times a compulsory dip in its waters 
was a sentence often passed on the public 
offender. In the earlier decades of the last 
century Western Europe sutfered heavily un- 
der king’s evil,“ the lar name for that 
pr mcg affection which scourged all 

asses from r to peasant. 

Dr. — — ractitioner, had ob- 
served that dwellers on coast used to drink 
of the sea water, bathe in it, even wash their 
sores in it, and bind up with seaweed. 
Having satisfied himself to the efficacy of 
the practice he began to prescribe it for his 
patients with most satisfactory results. His

In tracing the genealogy of 
man Prof. Cope begins at the period when 
his ancestors first aequired a vertebra. Now, 
there is still extant in the shalloW waters 
of the Mediterranean and other temperate 
Seas a fishlike creature called an amphiox- 
us, which is evidently one of nature’s first 
rude experiments in the direction of a verte- 
brate animal. So rudimentary is its back- 
bone that it does not contain any bone at 
ull, but only a prophecy of it in cartilage. 
Nevertheless, the cartilaginous notochord 
a mere cellular rod—of the  ani- 
phioxus is the progenitor of all 
vertebral columns. In the human 
embryo, for instance, the vertebral col- 
umn makes its first appearance exactly as it 
now exists in the amphioxus.

Chemists and druggists use many 
large demijohns. Grocers use them for vine- 
gar and oils and many are used for the distri- 
bution of fruit extracts to bakers, confection- 
ers, and dealers in soda waters. The smallest 
sized flask is used asa safety package, as a 
pocket flask for liquor, and quite extensively 
for perfumery. When used for perfumery 
and cologne the small flasks are covered with 
a finer class df weeds and willows. Within a 
year some liquors ha ve been put on sale in 
pint and quart sized bottle-shaped demijohns. 

With the growing use of demijohns for 
waters there has been a growing demand for a 
covering through which the water could be 
seen. Various demijohns of this kind have 
been made. In one the bottle is placed in a 
wooden crate with a hinged cover, in another 
the bottle is hooped with wood, in a third it is 
held in a frame of reeds, 

Gradually the shipping demijohn has been 
developed. The ordinary manner of packing 
demijohus shipped in boxes was to pack them 
in hay or straw. Demijohns are now packed 
in boxes specially designed for the purpose. 
The demijohu is protected by spring cushions 
of steel or rubber. There are both flask and 
bottle shaped shipping demijohns, in various 
styles, and with a variety of cishiony and 
fastenings. There are thirty or more patents 
on shipping demijohns. 

The annual consumption of demijohus in 
this country is estimated at 1,000,000. Much 
the greater number of these are made in this 
country; the imported come from Germany. 
The American demijObns are mostly covered 
with rattan; the majority of those that come 
from Germany are covered with willow. 
which is cheaper there. Demijohns are made 
in this country in New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and a few in Maryland. Demi- 
john coverers work in places where the manu- 
facture of glass is carried on. The materials 

are prepared by machinery, but the 
actual work of covering the. bottles is done by 
h Some glass manufacturers have of 
late taken up the making of demijohns on 
their own account at that season of the year 
when the bottle manufacture slacks off.

Invention of a Canadian Which May Affect

A blacksmith named Allard, at Point Levi, 
Canada, has invented a new gun, made of 
tempered aluminum. It is only an experi- 
mental cannon, using only a pound of powder 
at a charge. It is the size of a signa! gun on 
steamers—28 inches long and 5 inches in 
diameter —but if it were iron it would weigh 
180 pounds, whereas it weighs only 14 
pounds of a.uminum, Perhaps the most re- 
markable thing about this piece of ordnance 
is that the metal around the bore is only a 
quarter of an inch thick. |

In soft or made ground they are 
apt to sink, and for shifting, or deflecting to 
change the aim, they require steam engines 
and derricks and other cumbrous parapher- 
nalia. For use in a movable campaign they 
are simply out of the question, and can only 
be employed from ironciads and in forts. If 
aluminum guns are practicable they wiil be 
so light that they can be drawn by horses or 
pushed up hill by men, and can be got into 
position and fire opened in the time it would 
take to put a steel gun on its truck. For field 
artillery they can becarried on mule back. 
And, finally, when artillery is brought to the 
point ef absolute perfection, men will, per- 
force, become sensible and stop fighting.

No. IV.—The Early 


Illinois and the Schemes of John Law in 1718-19. Kaskaskia 
and Its Washing Away by the Mississippi. 


BI HIRAM W. BECKWITH OF DANVILLE. 


An Illinois map or gazetteer puts old 
“Kaskaskia” on the west margin of a river 


of the same name some six miles above its 


mouth at the Southern Illinois State Prison, 
near Chester. Ask a river pilot of today and 
‘he will say that what is yet left of the an- 
cient town is on a big island near a mile be- 
low the Kaskaskia, which from thence on 
to its oid outiet has lately become the main 
channel of the Mississippi. 
We.wished o see Kaskaskia and also ex- 
amine the ruins of Fort Gage, the last made 
military structure of the French on that

great river. Very well. The Belle Memphis 
makes the Fort Gage landing just across 
the river from Kaskaskia and a few rods in 
‘front of the Pierre Menard mansion. 
The Belle sped on from St. Louis down the 
‘river, mapping out on the Missouri side 
a panorama of high cliffs or craggish hills 
and deep secluded giens that teem with 
dreams of sudden wealth, as with the later 
blasted hope and other wild romance of our 
early’ history. True, the region does yield 
copper, iron, lead, and the like grosser met- 
als that mark the slower gate of patient 
| toil on the road to fortune, but to every 
“pearcher it has said as for silver and gold I 
“have neither.“ Still the reach from the 
mouth of the Merrimac down to St. Gene- 
wieve nearly west of Kaskaskia, and back a 
tier of counties in Missouri, was indeed the 
„land of Ophir” in the financial plans of 
Hohn Law to float those delusive promises 
to pay of his which crazed only to ruin sc 
many in France. Before 1717 strange sto- 
ries had come there that the wealth of Peru 
and Mexico were rivaled in that of Louisi- 
ana and the Illinois country, which, as 
will be recalled, then and for many years 
later covered both sides of the Mississippi 
as low down on the one side as the Ohio and 
to the Arkansas on the other. 

And by letters patent dated Aug. 25 of that 
year Law and his associates; under the 
rame of The Company of the West,” ac- 
quired Louisiana, and to which the Illinois 


Was added by a special decree four days 


more than a month later. Among the rights 
granted was the absolute possession of the 
mines and veins opened by the company in 
the twenty-five year term of its privileges.” 
Accordingly it formed a mining company ” 
name i “ The Company of St. ailips,“ af.er 
Philip Renault, a noted iron founder of Con- 
sobre, near Manberge, France, and whose 
son, Philip Francis Renault, was as well 
the chief engineer as the Director-General 
of the Mines of the Royal India Company in 
IIIinois,“ into which the Western company 
was later merged. — 

Renault, the son, left France late in 1719, 
with mining tools and 200 so-called artificers, 
but for the most “ vagabonds, stout beg- 
gars, and the like, who had been forced into 
service. As a stimulant to Law’s projects, 
already become shaky, these creatures, 
“with pikes and shovels had been paraded 
day after day through the streets’’ of Paris. 

On his way Renault bought 500 slaves at St. 
Domingo. He went up the Mississippi, and 
tin 1720 arrived with all at Kaskaskia. Soon 
he settled the village of St. Philips with his 
colony some five miles above Fort Chartres 


in the present Refidolph County, Illinois. 
In this way was African slavery begun in 
our State, where Indian or red slaves,“ as 
they came to be called, were already quite 
common. From St. Philips Renault sent out 
his explorers and gold and silver were dug 
for in the Counties of Jac non Drewry’s 
Creek; Randolph, along e St. Mary; in 
Monroe on Silver Creek, in St. Clair, and 
in many other places, the remains of which 
were {some fifty years ago] still visible.” 
The section described on the other or Mis- 
souri side was very fully examined. 

Many persons gullible to excess,“ says a 
chronicler, “ believed that work had now 
begun in earnest in this new Golconda, and 
that its gold and silver ingots would soon 
appear in France.“ But Law’s bubble, al- 
ready blown beyond the strength of its de- 
lusive tissue, burst before Renault had 
opened a single mine. In France the old les- 
eon of an inflated currency was severely 
taught to all classes. And Renault shipped 
lead down the river, while both in the II- 

nois and Louisiana soil tilling was fairly be- 
gun. 

The evening wore on and shut out the hills 
on the one side and the willow fringed 
along the Illinois border of the river. Touch- 
ing from time to time at either shore to take 
on or tand freight or passengers, near mid- 
night a turn of the steamer’s electric head- 
light, like the move of a magician’s wand, 
conjured a building out of the darkness, 
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besieged A took Maj. George Washington 
ern Pennsyivania. This was the only time 
the later Father of his country” ever 
yielded the sword he so ably drew in its 
defense and making. And two years later, 
Aug. 2, 1756, it was a force made up wholly 
from Kaskaskia and the neighboring vil- 
lages, French and Indian, that pughed op 
from the Ohio over the ridge into Miffin 
County on the Junita, where they stormed 
and took Fort Granville with forty prison- 
ers,“ not counting women and children. The 
victors were led by Capt. Noyn de Villars 
of Fort Chartres. The unfortunates were 
divided between the French and their. In- 
dians, and the latter, “according to their 
custom, plucked out the hair and beards of 
their men prisoners, and on the request of 
„the French (spared their lives) and only 
made them siaves."’ Those who fell in the 
allotment to the French were finally taken 
down the Mississippi from the IIlinois to 

w Orleans. 

he facts which connect the section shown 
on the map with the events above briefly 
outlined are not in popular history, but for 
the most part lay scattered in official re- 
ports, or, as so many items, in the rescued 
letters of those times. Their verity is beyond 
question. And from the like source one 
might go on through the period of British oc- 
cupaney of Illinois, then of American colo- 
nial and Federal dominion, during which 
time the section was settled by that peop 
and acquired the name it has ever since bee 
known. by, that of the American bottom.“ 
Later, and as a part of the most populous of 
Illinois, both as a * ahd and as a State, 
has this same section rne a most impor- 
tant share. Beside all this, the map is a 
rarity in itself, and has an added value be- 
eause of the man who made it. Noted to 
those who knew him for his learning and 
piety, he was a patriot whom history seems 
to have overlooked. 

The original, a rarity in any collection, was 
made more than a hundred years ago by 
Capt. Thomas Hutchins of the “60 Regiment 
of Royal Americans! from his own obser- 
vations and surveys between the years 1764 
and 1775.“ In “all the campaigns” of the 
British and French colonial war, and much 
of the time, he further says, as a military 
“engineer on the Ohio and Mississippi,“ he 
had every opportunity, and on the surrender 
of that country he took formal possession of 
Post Vincennes, on the Wabash, for Great 
Britain. On his rounds he carefully viewed 
the Illinois villages, the Chicago portage, 
and was at Green Bay and Fort St. Joseph, 
above Niles, Mich., where parts of his regi- 
ment were then quartered. 

At the outbreak of the Revolutionary war 
he was in England getting out his great 
“map and topographigal description” of the 
Western country, for which he spent years 
of toil and travel to gather or verify the ma- 
terial. Here he refused every offer to re- 
main in the British service against his na- 
tive land. while his own open zeal for its 


cause got him in Jail“ and caused him to 
“loose twelve thousand pounds in a single 
day.“ Released a pauper, he sailed to 
Charleston, there joined the colonial army, 
lived to see his country free, and as Geog- 
rapher General of the United States“ was 
the practical author of our fine and easy Sys- 
‘tem of square land surveys by township, 
range, and section, and which he first began 
on the field in the Northwest Territory, 
along the east side of the later State of 
Ohio. He was very learned and noted for his 
piety, one among the many efficient men 
and patriots of his day whom history seems 
to have forgotten. 

In a country where every town lot or 
other piece of land and schoolhouse site is 
held and described by this system the lead- 
ing facts concerning it might well be taught 
the young at school in place of that much 
time given to subjects of no general use to 
them. But while one indulges a revery of 
the past or the present the Mississippi, with 
no respect for the sacred associations of 
either, is busy in washing away houses and 
the very site of old Kaskaskia. 

A late product of a Hawkeye and Hethering- 
ton hand camera as reproduced by THE 
TRIBUNE engraver shows this destruction 
that is going on far better than detail of 
words could do. Cut No. 2 is a look from the 
southwest angle of old Fort Gage that 
crowns the high hill just back and above the 
Menard Mansion westerly across the former 
Kaskaskia River, which, as already said, 
the Mississippi has lately taken, widened 
out, and deepened for its own use. In do- 
ing its work so far the river has washed 
into its bed two principal streets and the 
northern frontage of the third or Chartres 
street, and with them the tavern, the old 
convent site, and many other noted places 
of the ancient town. 

A singular fact to the American reader 
‘as to these streets appears in a report to 
President Washington by Arthur St. Clair 
as Governor of the Northwest Territory 
touching his “ official proceedings in the 
Illinois country from March 5 to June 11, 
1790.“ Arrived on the former day, no plan 
of the Town of Kaskaskia,”’ he says, could 
be found, either in the public offices or in 
the hands of individuals.”” He was there- 
fore obliged to order one to be taken (made), 
as it would have been impossible to describe 
the lots which were to be confirmed.“ Mean- 
ing under the acts and resolutions of Con- 

which were very generous to all 
the ancient French and Canadian inhabit- 
ants as to all estates in their possession 
under the laws or usages of the (former) 
governments under which they may have 
been respectively settled,” either along the 
Mississippi, Wabash, Detroit River, or else- 
where within the acquired borders of the 
United States. So we see on the only maps 
of Kaskaskia extant “ Franklin“ and In- 
dependence streets, and know why they 
were so named, the one already a fact when 
Franklin was a baby and the other a well- 
trodden highway for more than half a cen- 
tury before the idea of American independ- 
epce rang out from Philadelphia on the world 
in the “ declaration of July 4, 1776.” 

The débris and well to the left of a figure 
of the writer in cut No. 2 marks the founda- 
tion remains and site of the old stone built 
Jesuit College. Later and on, and from 
early in 1772, it was used under the name of 
Fort Gage by the British as their civil and 
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are the hills, and on their summit, just to the 
left of the depression in the forest perspect- 
ive, which is the inflow of a deep ravine that 
flanks Fort Gage on its east,are the remains 
of the fort itself. “The left in the near fore- 
ground is a face of some twenty-five feet or 
more of loamy soil which the river finds easy 
work to seour off and carry down with a 
current that is deep and swift here and ‘in 
the bend below. In gettihg this view so as 
to well show the river abrasion of the bank 
the writer came near falling in with a mass 
that crumbled at his feet. To the left of its 
ragged edge is the old traveled or central 
line of Chartres street, and across it are 
fence posts, well sweeps, foundation brick 
and stone, and in the distance an open fire- 
place, all remains of so many houses demol- 
ished by their owners to save what they 
could of the material before the river took 
it all. Much of this is being used to make 
other homes at New Kaskaskia,“ some 
two miles away, and more near the center 
of an island of some twenty thousand acres 
which the Mississippi has now. made from 
this part of the American bottom, 

A line is dotted in on the old Hutchins 


map, much at random on the left, and only 
to show the relative position of the island 


by the late change of the Mississippi-<in its 
channel. The river has been eating its way 
across the bottom towards the Kaskaskia 
for a number of years and made its first 
alarming breach into the latter some eight 
miles above its mouth during the spring 
flood of 1881. Since then the conquest has 
gone on more and more rapidly until now, 
when it has carried off or caused the pulling 
down of fully half the houses of Kaskaskia 
itself, and has such a leverage on the residue 


that any coming rise may easily sweep 
every vestige into oblivion. 

While Cahokia, well on to the upper end 
of the bottom,“ or what survives, re- 
mains French as to its houses, the character 
of its people, and their content under a pas- 
toral rule, Kaskaskia, with the incomers 
from Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
and Kentucky, soon became decidedly Amer- 
ican. These latter and their issue managed 
the trade of a broad section of country and 
dictated the thought and the policy of Illl- 
nois, both as a Territory and for many years 
after it had become a State. For these rea- 
sons the place has a vital interest to all who 
would study to rightly know Illinois his- 
tory. Here ruled John Todd as County 
Lieutenant or Commandant,“ from May, 


‘1779, when all the later Northwest Territory 


was “ Illinois County of. Virginia.“ Later, 
in March, 1790, and on Gov. St. Clair’s visit, 
mentioned, Kaskaskia was made county 
seat of St. Clair, one of the four counties 
into which by his erders that territory was 
divided, Vincennes, Cincinnati, and Mari- 
etta, further east on the phio, being the 
seats of justice for the other three. 

Following on, in 1809, when the country 
west of the Wabash and a line drawn north 
from a point where it would cross that 
river the last time above Vincennes, was 
struck off from the Indiana Territory” and 
except so much of it reserved fora future 
State, since named Wisconsin, shaped into 
the IIlinois Territory,” Kaskaskia. was 
made its capital. Here Gov. Ninian ad- 
wards, whose son, Ninian W., and Abraham 
Lincoln married.sisters, convened the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature Nov. 25, 1812, the first 
body of the kind ever elected by the people 
in its borders. At that time there were but 
six counties, represented by five members 
in the Senate Council and seven in the House 
of Representatives, one of whom was ab- 
sent. One doorkeeper attended both cham- 
bers, one on the lower floor for the House 
and a small room above for the Council, 
fitted up in the old Jesuit House. It was a 
large, rough structure of uncut limestone, 
with low and poorly lighted stories, the 
windows looking more like loopholes of a 
military work. The walls were mounted by 
a roof of steep gables, covered with un- 
painted boards. 

Here the Territorial Legislature met in 
its first session, and it is said. all its mem- 
bers boarded at one house and slept in the 
Same room.“ At this time “the War of 
1$12”’ was well on between the United States 
and our mother country and greatly dis- 
turbed all else for the next four years 
to come. The Canadians and forces of Great 
Britain had already taken Detroit. and 
Mackinaw, and their Pottawattomie Indian 
allies from the St. Joseph, Calumet, Kanka- 
kee, Du Page, and Illinois Rivers fad done 
the massacre and burned Fort Dearborn at 
Chicago. 

Fort Wayne, planned to share the same 
fate as Chicago, was environed by a large 
body of savages, picking off a man now and 
then while waiting for the artillery and 
Canadians promised them by orders of Gen. 
Isaac Brock of that province. Fort Harri- 
son, just in the upper suburbs of Terre 
Haute, was actually attacked in the night 
by the Kiakapoos, aided by a few Winneba- 
gos, with fire and rifle, and but for the reliev- 
ing force by Gen. Wiliam H. Harrison of 
the former and a most heroic defense of 
the latter by Capt. Zachary Taylor both those 
military defenses would have fallen and all 
the Norhtwest @erritory would have again 
been in the hands of Our Mother Country and 
its Indian allies. 

In the meanwhile Gov. Edwards of the II- 
linois was very active and efficient. Under 
authority of the War Department he called 
on Gov. Isaac Shelby of Kentucky for a 
regiment and was sent that of Col. Philip 
Barber, with orders to march at once to 
Kaskaskia. But while on the way they were 
held at Vincennes by, Gen. John Gibson, 
Secretary in fact, but then acting as Gov- 
ernor of Indiana Territory while Gen. Har- 
rison was in the field. Gibson, in view of the 
danger Fort Harrison was in at the 
time, as well as all the Wabash country, 
thought he was warranted to do this and 
claimed that he rightly could, being the 
lieutenant of Gen. Harrison, who was in 
chief command of all the forces in that 
as well as in the Illinois Territory. Gov. Ed- 
wards, though deprived of this aid, made he- 
roic efforts to ‘defend his settlement and 
threughout all that war every able boy and 
man was in arms, while a force of rangers 
was kept in hand to move wherever danger 
to his settlements was threatened. His 
spies were everywhere in the Indian country, 
then by far the greater part of Illinois, and 
with these precautions and troops did he 
shield his people from the savages. —

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its people, the first Council,“ or Senate, 
having held over. 

Its later terms were in a brick structure at 
Kaskaskia that is still standing. The large, 
old-fashioned brick in its walls were made 
in Pittsburg. They were drifted down the 
Ohio in a keelboat and pushed with poles or 
dragged by hand with a towline, called by 
the French and later Western rivermen 
‘“‘kor-del,”” up the Mississippi and Kaskaskia 
Rivers at the dawn of the present century. 
They were put in the walls in 1803 or 1805, 
tradition not agreeing as to the year. 

The act of Congress of April 18, 1818, pro- 
vided for the final admission of Illinois as a 
State into the Federal Union, and at an ad- 
journed session of the Legislature in the 
winter of the same and following year at 
Kaskaskia a commission appointed by that 


body to select a site for the new State cap- 
ital went out in the wilds many miles from 


a spot later named Vandalia. At this time 
there was in the whole State only some 45,000 
people, not counting Indians. The white 
settlements were for the most part from 
near Kaskaskia to Alton, with a fringe on 
the Wabash and its tributary waters well 
up into the so-called Harrison purchase,“ 
whose northwest acute angle crosses that 
river and is now a part of Edgar and Ver- 
milion Counties. 

Besides the Americans were the French at 
or about the villages on the American Bot- 
tom, as shown on Hutchins’ map, with their 
slaves, and a few mixed French at Peoria 
and Chicago. These last, numbering in all 
some 2,000, descendants of the ancient 
French and Canadian inhabitants, who lived 
as their fathers had before them. But very 
few of them now remain. A Hawkeye view, 
No. 6, shows one of their better style of cot- 
tages. Uncle Louis Betts, colored, a native 
of Kaskaskia, 61 years old, seen in cut No. 7, 
is a descendant of Renault’s colony of en- 
ferced laborers. Urbane of manner, intelli- 
gent, and fluent in French as well as En- 
glish, he reminds one at once of Law's 
money schemes in France and old Illinois, 
and of some of its more interesting results. 

The town becoming more American in the 
progress of time, the buildings of the richer 
of this class were patterned in many others 
erected elsewhere over the State in later 
times. Void of porches or roof extension 
over the straight line of wall, in dress line 
of parade near the sidewalk, with their 
greater length of front. to the street, those 
shown in cut No. 8 of the American row of 
this quaint old place are a familiar type of 
the pretentious show of wealth before the 
advent of the architect to teach something 
better. 

The American element at Kaskaskia did 
not at all lose its influence in the State with 
the loss of its capital. And for years after 
as before that event her lawyers, politicians, 
and money ruled the judiciafy, laws, and 
trade of the country, as those before them 
had done in the days of French supremacy. 
Here lived John Edgar, a few rods east of 
the bricks shown in the cut, and on the same 
side of the row where the cellar pit and 
some of the timbers of his fine home yet re- 
main. West a littl way was the three 
bricks in the view, and on the other side of 
the street a straw stack shows where stood 
the house of Shadrach Bond, the first Gov- 
ernor of Illinois as a State. Here, too, lived 
Elias Kent Kane, Daniel P. Cook, editor of 
the lLllino® Intelligencer, worked off from 
type and a hand-press brought to the Illi- 
nois Territory in 1800 by Mathew Duncan. 
Later the press, type, and paper, urider the 
Same name, migrated with the State Capital 
to Vandalia. But there was still issued the 
Kaskaskian Democrat, edited by the late 
Chief Justice of the State Supreme Court, 
Sidney Breese. Here lived, too, Judge Na- 
thaniel Pope, Peter Menard, the first Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, and Gov. Edwards, after 
whom, with the others recalled, some seven 
counties of the State—namely: Pope, Ed- 
wards, Bond, Edgar, Cook, Kane, and Me- 
nard—were lovingly named. 

The last was one of the very few French- 
men who would willingly have a public 
office, and of these, both civie and mili- 
tary, he held and ably filed many. He came 
from Canada first to Vincennes in 1788, and 
a few years later to Kaskaskia. Honest, 
open, and intelligent, he had and held the 
respect and confidence of all classes, and 
especially the Indians, with whom he car- 
ried on a large trade over a vast reach of 
country. Late in life he built the Menard 
mansion on the east hillside of the river, 
and he and his place are mentioned by 
a visiting writer in 1836 as the one farm 
under high cultivation which no traveler 
can fail to admire. The owner has done 
everything a cultivated taste could dictate 
to make it a delightful spot. A fine, airy 
farmhouse stands beneath the bluffs, built 
after the French [Southern] style, with 
heavy roof, broad balconies, and with a rare 
luxury in this region—venetian blinds. The 
outh@uses, mostly of stone, are surpassed in 
beauty and extent only by the residence 
itself.“ 

The house and farm, including old Fort 
Gage, is now the property of Mr. Charles 
Lynn, for many years until quite lately 
connected in an official way with the State 
Under his owning the 
house and its attendants have been thor- 
oughly repaired inside and out and are now 
as good as new. The restoration has been 
done with a reverent hand that has restored 
all that could be kept just as it was when 
Col. Menard, at the age of 77, died there, 
June 13, 1844. This was the year of 
the great flood that set in a few days later 
and submerged the whole American Bottom 
from Alton to Chester, to the great loss of 
life and property. 

His tomb is to the right in the group of 
his and his wife’s families in cut No. 10, and 
whose surviving friends would not allow to 
be taken to the new cemetery mentioned 
further on. 

To Kaskaskia also came Col. William Mor- 
rison from Philadelphia in 1790, and soon he 
built up a business that took Pittsburg, 
New Orleans, and the Upper Missouri and 
Mississippi in its range. In the war of 1812 
he supplied a large part of Gen. Harrison's 
army with beef and flour, as did Capt. Mar- 
tigny de McCarty of Fort Chartres to troops 
of Gen. Montcalm in the old French colonial 
war the century before. And as if to make 
the parallel of history more complete both 
McCarty and Morrison were Irishmen. The 
former went back to France. The latter 
died April 9, 1837, aged 74 years.“ So says 
the engraving on his tomb, now a ruined 
marble pavilion lately taken, with the re- 
mains of the other dead, from the church- 
yard of the récently demolished cathedral 
to the new burying ground across the river 
on the hillside, a few hundred yards above 
vld Fort Gage. 

The Legislature at a recent session provid- 
ed the new site and paid the expense of re- 
moval, against sure-coming of the Missis- 
sippi. Near the inclosure the Commission- 
ers erected a monument, and on its base in- 
scribed these timely words: 

Those who sleep here were first buried 
at Kaskaskia and afterwards removed to 


the Mississippi Valley. They planted free 
institutions in the wilderness and were the 
founders of a great Commonwealth. In 
memory of their sacrifices Illinois gratefully 
erects this monument—1

Georgia Is the Banner Melon State, Its 
Crop This Year Reaching Thirteen Mill- 
ions=Freight, Commissions, Expenses, 
and Midnight Marauders Leave but 
Small Profits for the Producer It Takes 
a Millien Cubic Yards of the Luscious 
Fruit to Satisfy Chicago. 

This is the season when Chicago claims the 
palm for disposing of more watermelons 
than any other city in the country. With re- 
ceipts running as high as 100 cars a day the 
fruit. can be seen in stacks along South 
Water street. 

During the entire season Chicago consumes 
or distributes to the outside markets fully 
9,000,000 melons. This would make a 
stack sbout 700 feet long, 700 feet wide, and 
titteen feet high, New York City sometimes 
receives more melons in a single day during 
the height of the season, on account of the 
water route from Georgia and low rates that 
are frequentiy made, but Chicago beats New 
York for keeping up a steady record of big 
receipts. 

The season began about June 15, although 
some melons were received from the vicinity 
of Grand Island, Fla., as early as June 1. For 
the last three weeks the Georgia crop has 
been showing up here in tremendous quanti- 
ties. Georgia is the banner meion State. The 
soil is a peculiar rich red clay, with great 
capabilities for holding moisture, which is the 
essential thing for melons, The crop there 
this year is enormous, it being estimated at 
13,000,000 melons, against 9,000,000 last 
year, 


The Banner Melon State. 

The melon district of Georgia covers an 
area of about 150 miles square, with Thom- 
asville as the center. The freight depart- 
ments of railways tapping that district have 


their headquarters at Thomasville during the 


season, and an extra corps of telegraph opera- 
tors is required to handie the orders. The 
fruit is packed in cars holding about 
1000 to 1,200 melons and in 
some cases 1,400, with a = soft 
bed made of Georgia pine needles. 
The needles have been found to be cool and 
otherwise admirably suited as a bed for the 
fruit. The melons are unloaded from the 
ears by cxperienced handlers, who throw 
them distances of ten and fifteen feet with 
seldom a melon dropped on the ground, 
Often the cars are infested with fleas and 
wood-ticks, 

The standard. melon is the Kolb Gem,“ 
which is best suited for shipment, being of 
firm texture and strong rind. The Jones 
is a sweeter meipn, but grows soft quicker. 
The average weight of the melons is about 
thirty pounds, but whoppers weighing sev- 
enty-two pounds and so large as to be con- 
tained comfortably only in a barrel have 
been received here. 


Profits Are Not Big. 

Commission merchants at this season get 
between $150 and $225 for a car. This looks 
like a fair price for 1,000 or 1,200 melons, 
but when it is considered the freight from 
Georgia is about $112, and the commission 
merchant absorbs 10 per cent, the Southern 
grower cannot get rich ina year. With a fair 
crop of a car and a halfto an acrea shipper 
is doing pretty well if the season’s entire re- 
turns average $40 to $50 to him. 

Few melons are shipped out of Georgia 
weighing less than eighteen pounds, The 
smaller ones are used to feed hogs and cattle, 
The labor of raising the fruitis aot arduous. 
All the cultivation needed is to plow the 
ground, plant the seeds, and keep the weeds 
out with a harrow. The melons are simply 
„ pulled when ripe. Twenty dollars an 
acre will cover all the expense exclusive of 
hauling. The Chicago retail grocer can sell 
select melons at 30 and 40 cents apiece, and 
make a good profit. : 

In a few days Chicago will begin to receive 
large quantities of Missouri meions, while 
Northern Indiana will send a good many. In 
August fine fruit will come in from the rich 
river bottom around Muscatine, Ia. 

The cantaloupe meilon and the “* Little 
Gem“ muskmelon are gaining importance 
as articles of commerce. The early varieties 
during the latter partof Mayand in June 
come from New Orleans. Next come Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee. Anna and Alton, III., 
are becoming famous for the Little Gem 
variety, which begins to arrive about July 10. 
This market often receives fifteen and twenty 
cars a day with 600 baskets to a car,

The Joy of a Japanese Mother at a Baby 
Show on a Pacific Steamship. 

San Francisco Examiner: Dr. A. Nelson 
Beach, surgeon of the steamship China. when

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HORSE MEAT IN DEMAND FOR FOOD. 


German Butchers Stand Ready to Pur- 
chase American Shipments. 
Baltimore American: Reporte on the use 
of horse meat for food on the Continent of 
Europe show that it is increasing. The United 
States official at Brunswick, Germany, has 
collected some information on the subject. 
He says the Americans can find a good sale 
for horses in Germauy. He advises shipping 
horses alive to Hamburg. The duty on a live 
horse is $4.75, and the German butchers pay 
about $35 each for worn-out horses, such 
as were used on street-car lines in 
America before the coming of the trolley car, 
A better grade of horses will sell higher.
